Tears, had not the Cyprian King turned to- 
wards her, to implore the joyning of her 
Deſires to his Prayers , where by ſhe had 
been ſurpriſed in a diſorder, which though 
ſhe had much Trouble to Conquer, yet (I 
believe ) it did not equal that which had oc- 
cafioned it ; from which flattering Belief, 1

whoſe Condition, and Services were too 
Low to hope for ſuch a Felicity. The 
Generous Ataphernes was not conquered 
by Statira, or Aſcanius, Sollicitations. Ex- 
<P himſelf upon the Account of his 
want of health, which going 1nto the Air, 
might fo much increaſe, that t-mighr prove 
an Interruption in thoſe Ceremonies : 
Though the real Cauſe was , That he would 
not affit at a Solemnity , which was to Coſt 
himtas he afterwards told me ) the depriva- 
tion of his Siſter , and- poſſibly the loſs of 
his friend.

If at leaſt it hath the like Operation on you, 
which it had, and has , on all that Great 
Afembly in the Temple ; Ar the Gate where-- 
of, a Gentleman who had rid Poſt , in Haſte 
Acquainted Mithridates , that his , and the 
King of Cyprus Fleet had fought with V:- 3 
comedes's , in the Proſpect of - the City of ; 
Carri , where after a bloody diſpute N:- 4 
comedes had remained the Conquerour, and ? 
that ſo Intirely, as hardly any one had Eſ- 
caped ; But a few Quinquereme Galleys - 
That Arſudes,Afcanius's Brother, andAdmi- 
ral, had been K1ll'd in the firſt Heat of the 
Battle, which had not a little Contribu- 
ted to the Enemies Succeſs; Who immediat- 
ly after, the wind blowing from the North,

it.' This Gentleman C whom the King knew 
fo be a Perton-. of Honefty and of Courage, 
and therefore through apprehenſion had nor 
augmented the Loſs or the Danger ) had 
ſcarce:done. ſpeaking ! ,-'but ſeverali'Poſts 
came'one upon the Heels of another with Ad- 
yertiſements from the ſeveral Governours on 
the Coalt,that a Prodigious Fleet had already 
paſs'd the ſtraits of Boſphoris, and was with 
all Celerity doubling the Point of Acrites, 
which makes the North-Weſt head-Land of 
the Bay of Nicomedia. Thele Re-iterated 
Aſſurances, gavethe Two Kings no time for 
Conſideration , there being ſcarce time-e- 
nough left ro prepare for Action. Aſcanins's 
misfortunes could not appear greater to him, 
than his diſorders did to all the Afembly ; 
The- loſs of a Fleer , 'and a Brother 'mych 
more Conſiderable , did ſeem ſufficiently 
to Apologize for his Trouble, which yer 
he told the Princeſs had a higher cauſe than 
either or both of thoſe. Which was , that 
by ſo:S1gnal an Infelicity he ſhould be caſt 
znto a greater , That of being a while fuſ-

which were to have the Glory, not only to ' 
fight for her, but before her ; That he had 
often exclaim'd againſt the Excellency of his 
Fortune, which had deſtin'd; him the High- 

eſt Happineſs, 'and had itill denied Fre 
Opporrunity of Acting what might make him 

the leſs: ugworthy.of it; 'Fhat therefore the 
Gods had,-now removed. 'that Occaſion of 
Complaint,and though it were ata high price, 

yet it was not at one he would decline to pur- 
chafe;icar.; That he was confident this day 
fhauld, in, the conclufion,. be as Signal "5 

his advantage, as the beginning of it had 
been to- his prejudice, and that fince a few 
Hours, would flecide- the difterence, he Hum< 


bly begg'd; thar, all che preparations. for the 


Nuprtaals might continue as they were. that 
athis' Return with Victory, hemight receive 
a Crown-trom her of Mirtles which he would 
infinitely value above one: of Lawrel ,, and 

which 
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which would be a Cure above any misfor- 
tunes he had or could underzo. Mithridates 

was preſent all this while, and either to ſa- 
tishe Aſcanins's Requeſt, or elſe to ler the 
people fee the confidence he had of Victory ; 
He commanded all ths Afliſtants to continue 
as they were, till that King's Return, and to 
joyn their Sacriftices and Prayers to his 
Arms. He then commanded Pharnaces to 
permit Afcanzzs to draw out of his Army, 
what Souldiers he ſhould need: ro man his 
Fleet with; and the like Orders he ſent to 
Ataphernes's forces : But the Cyprian King 
declin'd that High favour ; poſlibly, leſt 
whilſt he brought Mithridates affiſtance, he 
ſhould ſeem ro need his. Aſcanizs had no 
ſooner took leave of the Princeſs, and her 


Father, but he was followed by Pharnaces, 


who publickly declared, he was reſolved to 
thare in his Danger, and Triumph ; That it 
was unjuſt another only ſhould diſpure his - 
Quarrel, and he himſelf be but a Looker on ; 
And that he would. let Mithridates ſee, he 
wanted not Inclicfation, or Courage, but 
Fortune to have ſerved him, as eminently as 


his Brother ; with theſe and many ſuch rea- 
EE ſons 
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ſons ( continued Demetrizs_) he conquer'd 
Aſcanius his reſolution, and went with him 
on Board his Fleet, which, douhtleſs had 
been ſurpriſed, if the ſolemnity of this Day, 
which they were prepar'd to Celebrate, had 
not put them into a readineſs ; and ſcarce 
were they Ordered to prepare for the Battel, 
when the Enemy, who was to preſent Them 
it, appear'd. In this condition ( ſaid De- 
metrius_) 1 left things when I came from the 
Temple, and, it I be not much miſtaken, 
there 1s a Tower at the end of the adjoyning 
Gallery, from whence you may fee this Na- 
val Fight. Oh Gods: ( continued Callima- 
chus_) what retributions did I not pay you 
for this admirable Interruption, and Bleſ- 
ſing, which in raptures I conſidered as the 
fore-runner of a greater ? Nay, the Gene- 
rous Ataphernes was himſelf overjoyed 
chereat; and in his Servant's concernment, 
ſeemed to have forgot thoſe he had for his 
Father, and his Country, I begg'd his leave 
a Thouſand times to contriburemy help to 
choſe Forces which fought for Mithridates : 
ThatT might imitate my Prince, by letting 


him lee, I had a ſtronger inclination for what 
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was his, and his Father's intereſt, than my 
own.' But though he ſtill reſolutely denied 
me, yet I was not filenced till ke told me, 
*rwould be fit I confidered , That not only 
Aſcanins, and Pharnaces, might eſteem it as 
an offence, that uninvitedly I came- to Par- 
ticipate in their Glory ; but that alſo, ha- 
ving declined to aſliſt at the Nuptials for 
want of ſtrength, 1f I could afliſt at the Fight, 
it might give ſome occaſion to ſuſpett by the 
one, what cauſed the other. Theſe reaſons 
(I confeſs) conquer'd me, and Demetrins then 
returning with affurance, that from the 
Tower he had mentioned, we could ſee all 
the Bay of Nicomedia, the Scene of the in- 
tended Fight ; The Prince, and I, went thi- 
ther, having firſt ſent Orders to his Army to 
Imbattel themſelves along the Shore, and to 
five thouſand Men, to have a' watchful Eye 
rowards the City, leſt upon. any 11] Succeſs 
of the Fleet, it might be ready to receive her 
former King. As ſoon as we came to the 
uppermoſt Room of the Tower, whichatfor- 
ded ſo commanding a Proſpect, we diſco- 
vered the Cyprian Fleet had weighed Anchor, 
and was, with theirtmoſt Induſtry, ſtriving 
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to get the Wind of Nicomedes, which he ren- 
dred an Impoſfibiliry to do, for he had no 
ſooner doubled the point of Acritas, but he 
kept the Northern-ſhore of the Bay ſo cloſe 
on his left hand, that he doubted nor, by 
that Advantage, to get as certain a Vitory, 
as he thought ro have obteined, by a ſur- 
priſe ; which failing off, and ſeeing his Ene- 
m1es in ſogood and ready a form, relying 
on the benefit he had of the Wind, on his 
Courage, and on his former Succeſs, he 
reſolutely advanced, to become as abſolute 
Maſter of one Element, as Mithridates had 
made himſelf of the other : The Cyprian Fleet 
inraged by the loſs of their Companions, 
animated by rhe preſence of their King, and 
by the glorious Aiſembly on tne thore, loud- 
ly kid, ſuch a Incitements were 
of more advantage to them, than the Wind 
was now, or that recent Victory had been, to 
their Enemies, In a moment, we ſaw that 


noble Order, which both Fleets had ſo wel! 


obſerved, acne into confuſion, and Cy- 
prianand Nicomedian F laggs, and Streamers, 
{o promiſcuoully mingled, that the Diſcom- 


poſure was then as Gra, as a little before 
the 
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the Regularity had been ; ſometimes Galleys 
of equal ftrenzth had alſo an equal Fate, 
and by opening each other with their Braſen 
Beaks, ſank both ro the bottom together, with 
thoſe facal Engins which ſent them thither : 
Sometimes we law Men ſo eager afcer their 
Dawning ſucceſs, that they minded not how 
by an unexpected Leak, they became a prey 
ro an Enemy more mercileſs than them- 
ſelves; and needed that help from others, 
which even then, they had denied to others ; 
ſometimes the Heavens were darkned with a 


Cloud of Arrows, and then again nothing 


but ſeeming Lightnings imploy'd our Sight, 
occafion'd by the Sun's reflections on the 
Helmets and Swords of the contending 
Souldiers : But though theſe Proſpets, af- 
forded us variety of Objects to entertain us, 
yet one above the reſt, did it ſo intirely, that 
nothing elſe could divert us from It; and 
this was, the two Galleys which carried the 
Admiral's Flaggs met, and grappled, and fo 
long fought for the Vidory, that we thought 
there would - have been hardly any lefc in 
either to have folemniſed it : But in the con- 


the 


cluſion, we ſaw one run up the main Maſt of 


E 
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the Cyprian Admiral, and having taken down 
from thence the mark of her being ſo; forth- 
with the reſt of the Fleet began to retire, and 
in a ſhort while ſo viſibly and haſtily fled; 
towards thoſe Forces which were their 
Friends and Spe{ators on the ſhore, that we 
could no longer doubt of Aj/canms and Phar- 
naces's Defeat ; but in it, I was fo equally 
divided between the Inſpirations of Intereſt, 
and thoſe of Honour, that the one not intire- 
ly overcoming the other, I remained neither 
ſenſible of Joy or Grief : Bur Ataphernes, 


who, by his Condition, was left to a more free | 
way of reſolving, than my unfortunate one 


left me ; Cried out, Callimachus, I know not 
what diſorder this Loſs may bring amongſt 
our Souldiers ; Nor what intelligence Nico- 


medes may have in this City, ( over which, 


but by the Fate of War, he is lawful King ) 
therefore, if your ſtrength will permit you, 
ſee to. the ſafery of it, if Mithridates has not 
oiven particular Orders therein already ; 
and I will haſten down to the Strand to ſave 
what we can of our Vanquith'd friends, and 
to oppole any Deſcent the Enemy may make 
in this confuſion of our Affairs. Though 


had 
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had not Health enough to ſee Aſcanius pollels 
Statira, yet I had enough to defend her a- 
oainlt Nicomedes ; and with Joy accepting 
thar employment, Ataphernes forthwith 
commanded a couple of Chariots to be 
brought us, for we were not in a condition, 
without much pain, either on Foot, or on 
Horfe-back, to a& thoſe Duties, we held 
necelſary, and had therefore undertaken : 
The Prince's Chariot being firſt come, and he 
having the longer way to go, inſtantly made 
uſe of. it; and mine ſoon after coming, I 
forthwith went 1n it, from the Palace, to- 
wards the great place of Arms in the Center 
of the City ; but by the way, I was mer by 
the then chief Magiſtrate of Nicomedia, and 
Mithridates's natural Subje&, who told me, 
he had even then preſented his apprehenfions 
ro the Prince -of ſome Conſpiracy by the 
Nicomedians, who were more active, and ſtir- 
ring, than he had obſerved them ever to have 
been in Alarms ; and that Ataphernes had 
commanded him to impart this Intelligence 
ro me : ] thanked him-for his care; defired a 
continuance of 1t, and that he would forth- 
with draw all the Citizens into. Arms, of 
whoſe 
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whoſe Fidelity he was groundedly confident, 
and have a vigilant Eye over the reſt, 1 
forthwith diſpatch'd ſome of my Servants to 
Ataphernes's Camp, with repeated Orders, to 
have their Men in a readineſs, witi parties of 
Horſe, conſtantly moving between :V:co:nedia 
and the Army, that if any thing were ftir- 
ring, they might with the needed Celerity 
repair to the City, and defence of Mithri- 
dates, ſecuring the Gate that was next the 
Camp ; to be thereby certain of admittance, 
if there were need : When theſe Orders were 
given, finding the King had left none parti- 
cularly to anſwer a Revolt within the Walls, 
I did the more haſtily put the Pontick Militia 
of Nicomedia in Arms, and no fooner - were 
they ina poſture to Fight, but the occaſion 
was offer'd; for moſt of the antient Inha- 
bitants of the place, hearing of their King's 
ſucceſs, took up Arms to increaſe it, and 
thinking to ſurpriſe us, began the Ingage- 
ment with that Fury, which uſually polleiles 
ſuch as promiſe themſelves Succeſs, or, want- 
ting it, are certain of Death ; I was not aver- 
forward to oppoſe them, not kuowing the 
Courages of thoſe I headed, and being (with 
much 
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much difficulty ) able to make uſe of a Horſe 
which chen was brought me : But princ1- 
pally, becauſe I knew the Conſpirator's 
party was at the heighth, and mine would be 
increaſing ; for ſome time, 1 was therefore 
contented not to loſe Ground, as my Ene- 
mies were, that I won none. When a haſty 
Intelligence was brought me, that a rich 
Nicomedian had invited the Princefs Statira 


toa Gallery in his Houſe, which ſtood much 
more- commodiouſly to ſee the Fleets, than * 


any part of the Temple ; and that the was no 
ſooner there, but her Gentlemen were aflault- 
ed, who yet defended themſelves with ſome 
reſolution, but ( if not inſtantly relieved ) 
their Courages would yield to their Enemies 
number : This fatal advice made me caſt off 
all thoſe cold prudential confiderations, 
under whichlI had thitherro Aced, and tel- 
ling the danger the Princeſs was in, to thoſe 
Forces I headed, they ſeem'd, by an univerſal 
Acclamation, to evidence their ſenſe of ir, 

and to promiſe with the hazard of their Lives 
to free her from it; I was loath to loſe the 


firſt heat of this Duty, and, having by a ſuc- 


ceſsful charge broke through thoſe which. 
D had. 
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had ſtopt up my way to my relieving the 
Princeſs, I flew from thoſe as faſt as they had 
done from me, minding now no Enemies 
but thoſe which were ſuch upon the moſt 
unpardonable ſcore ; as foon as I had dif- 
covered them under their Enfigns, before the 
Gate of that treacherous Nicomedian's Houſe, 
[ faluted them with a furious Cry, and find- 
ing by the Order they were in, they had fi- 
niſh'd their attempt, I had nor ſo much pati- 
ence as to look behind me, toſce whether 1 
was well followed, which I too late found I 
was not ; for many of my Party thinking it 
ſafer. and more beneficial to perſue a routed 
Enemy, than to Conquer onethat ſeemed to 
Brave them, followed the Execution of thoſe, 
and left me with a few to conquer theſe. Ir 
wasamiracleI was not worſted,myownweak- 
neſs, and the weakneſs of my Parry concur- 
ring, ſeemed to condemn me to a Defear, 
againſt the belief whereof, nothing did for- 
tifie me, but the remembrance for whom. and 
(poflibly) in whoſe preſence, I fought : Theſe 
two Reflections gave me that ſtrength, which 
my late Wounds ſeemed to have denied me, 
PRI thereby, ar Love has a higher 


power 
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pover than Nature ; the weakneſs of this, 
being repaired by the {trength of that. But 
whilſt 1 was thus forcing a pallage through a 
thouſand Swords, I received from a young 
Nicomedian, lo large and deep a Wound, 
through my left Arm, 1nto my left Side, that 
almoſt deſpairing of Vidory, Ieven bleſs'd 
that Hand which had given me fo great an 
aſſurance of not out-living the loſs of ic ; 
yer ftil I fought, elteeming that as great a 
Duty whilft I did live, as it was to live no 
longer, whenI could not by my Sword a& 
the Deliverance of the fair Statira ; but 1 


was ſnatch'd from theſe Melancholy thoughts, 


by the welcome Cry of Demetrius, wha aloud 
told me, Sir, your relief is at hand ; he told 
me what was true: For, immediately Iheard 


the Trumpets of ſome of Ataphernes's Troops, 


who, having by my Orders ſecured that Gate 
of Nicomedia, next their Camp ; juſt as the 
Revolters were Marching haſtily co pollels it, 
had, by it, a free admittance into. the City ; 
whoſe Revolt having been afſured of, and.of 
my danger, they came haſtily to puniſh rhe 
one, and relieve the other.  Demetrius's ailu- 
Tancewas heard by __ Enemy, 45 well as by 
2 


me, 


od 
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me, and was ſo throughly believed by them, 
that what brought me Advertiſement of a 
relief, didalſo AG it; for, fearing leaſt all 
the Prince's victozious Army was falling on 
them, moſt fled away towards the Harbour, 
and there in Boats ſought to ſave themſelves 
under his ProteG&ton, for whole Service only 
they needed it ; others fled in at the Gate of 
the Houſe in which Statira was, and having 
forthwith Barricadoed it, began from the 
Court-wall to play upon my relief, with their 
Darts and Arrows. I forthwith commanded 


all thoſe Troops which came to my ſuccour, 
to leave their Horſes, and ſome to attempt. 


the breaking open of the Gate, others to get 
Ladders in the adjacent Houfes to ſcale the 
Walls, and in the oppoſite Buildings I placed

not only the remembrance of all my Wounds, 
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heated amongſt them, were ſomewhat cooled. 


The much Blood I had loft, made my ſtrength 


decay fo viſibly, that ſeveral of the Officers 
came to conjure me, to retire to ſome place 
out of danger of the Enemies ſhort, to dreſs 
my Wounds, left my longer neglet might 
render thoſe mortal, which poſlibly of chem- 
ſelves were not ſuch : Burl was Deaf to all 


ſuch perſuaſions , and leaning upon my. 


Sword, I did by my words ſollicit their 
Courages, to whom I was not able to bring 
any Acceſſion by my example, or Affiſtance : 
Never was any difability ſo: ſenfible as mine 
was then to me, to ſtand uſeleſs, in my Prin- 
ceſs's ſervice; and when to ad it, no other 
impediment remain'd, but forcing of an or- 
dinary Wall, wounded me more than all the 
Arms. of the falſe Nicomedians had done ; 
Bur 1 was ſoon ſtruck with a deeper ſigoak 
than any yet I had received, 'twas with a re- 
doubled Cry. of ſome of the Princeſs's Wo- 
men, that they were forcing her away into a 
Barge, to carry her to Nicomedes's Fleet. 


| This Advertiſement, generous Princes, this 


Advertiſement acted a miracle on me, 1 loſt 


but 
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but even of the pain and weakneſs they had 
given me; and running co the next ſcaling 
Ladder, Iclimb'd it up, killed two of thoſe 
which refiſted my gaining the Top of it, and 
having won the Battlemenrs of the Wall, I 
was ſoon ſo well followed by the reſt of my 
Friends, that the Enemy by a precipitated 
Flight, left us no other trouble, bh to follow 
them, which,whilſt the Souldiers were doing, 
I flew to the place where the Princeſs's Wo- 
men continued their Crys, by which I was 
guided toa ſmall Key, where the Barge they 
had mentioned was; there faw a Crowd of 
Souldiers forcing into it the fair Sratira, and 
thoſe Women which had atrended her, for all 
the Men had been loſt in her defence : This 
fight gave my decaying Strength a new in- 
ſpiration; in the DiQtates whereof, by a furi- 
ougCry, I warned the Raviſhers of their in-

as endeavour in it: Leaving all the Women

tacal Order was no ſooner given,than obey'd ; 
{o that nor coming timely enough to hinder 
the execution of ir, recolleting all my re- 
maining forces, Ileap'd into the Barge, and 
palling my Sword through him who com- 
manded 1n it,- and who had laid his impious 
hands upon the Princeſs, 1 fell Dead at her 
feet ; ſeeming in that place to have received 
the reward of my endeavours; and in that 
condition, the puniſhment of their unſuc- 
ceſsfulneſs.

other things prattiſed to one in a Swoon, 
brought me out of that, which too much 
Motion, and too little Blood, had caſt me 
into ; and I was no ſooner come to my ſelf, 
than confuſedly remembring the danger the 
fair Statira had been in, and nor being able 
to imagine what the reſult of it had been, 
( fetching a deep groan ) Oh Gods! faidT, 
What is become of the Princeſs ?

Barge, which were twenty, In which as they 
had occaſion they went to 1t, and returned 
from it. This Skift, when the Barge was 
thruſt from the ſhore by the Nicomedians at 
my Arrival, had only fix Rowers, ready to 
receive ſuch, as in their intended flight ro 
Nicomedes's Fleet, could not have room e- 
nough in the Barge; the Warer-men, lefc 1n 
che Skift, ſeeing the Barge haſten away, from 
whence only they could expect their relief, 
were {o amazed, and terrified thereat, chat 
before they could reſolve of any thing, they 
were diſcovered by Demetrius, and by his 
orders ſecnred : He having ſeen my danger, 
m having caft my felf fingle, amongſt above 
rwenty Armed men, befides as many Rowers, 
and ready at thetime-I did fo, to fink under 
my Wounds, calling to him ſome of the 
neareſt Officers, ran with them to the Skit, 
and juft as he was going to leap into it, he 
fell down by the fideof it; for, in the Fight 


he had Teceived ſome Wounds, which his 


Zeal 1n my Service had not made him con- 


fider. The decay of his ſtrength was fo 
great, that it hardly gh him power tofay 
haſtily ro Rebadates; 1 recommend. valiant” © 

Reba- | 
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Rebadates, Statira and Callimachus's. relief 
unto you, which i feems the Gods' have 6. 
{teemed me unworthy to contribute unto; 
Fly then, and loſe no time, leſt you loſe them, 
Some Souldiers forthwith rook up Demetrius, 
and carried him to the next help ; in the 
mean time, Rebadates and ten more. of his 
Companions leap'd into the Skiff, and ha- 
ving not.only promiſed the fearful Rowers 
their pardon, but excecding great rewards, 
if they carried him time enough to relieve 
their Princeſs, and me ; thoſe timorous Men 
tugsy'd at their Oars lo vigorouſly, that Re- 
badates ſoon perceiv'd he went faſter than 
thoſe he perſued, and therein he was not mi- 
ſtaken ; for thoſe 1n the Barge, both Rowers, 
and Souldiers, being out of all danger from 
the ſhore, had been at firſt fo intirely taken 
up, with their common deſign of revenging 
their dead Captain ; and after they had been 
diverted from that, by the Princeſs, were ſo 
mrcent, in obſerving what paſt between 'her 
and his Brother, that thereby they made ſuch 
flow way, as a {mall Boat, with fewer Rowers, 
might eafily overtake them. Rebadates per- 


ceiving a-far off, the Barge full. of Men, (for 
all 


| 
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all in it ſtanding up, made 1t appear 1o. to 


him):he did efteem 1t adyilavle, by a flight, 
ro fupply the fwallneſs of his number : He 
therefore order'd rhe . Rowers to continue 
their diligence,cand on. their Lives, by. no 
word; or ſignal; togive any notce-to> their 
late Gompanions,.who were' in the Barge; 
but - rather, 1f any queſtion'd them, before 
they. came near, they: ſhould anſwer, they 
thought themſelves. happy, they had only 
brought away themſelves : He then appoint- 
edall his- Friends to keep themſelves undiſ- 
covered, by lying Hat in the bottom of the | 
Skift,. with their Arms ready, that as ſoon as 
ever they came to the ſtern of the Barge, they 
might, with all their Arrows, ſalute the E- 
nemy, and ſccond that falutation, by leaping 
in with their . drawn: Swords. Theſe di- 
rections were not moreexactly oblerved,than 
the whole defign happily ſucceeded ; for, of 
all-rchact were 1n the Barge, ſome were wholly 
taken-,up -n the imployment I already men- 
tioned ; and others, who looking towards 
the Skitt, ſaw none in 1t, but the known 
Rowers.'belonging to-it, 'troubl'd not them- 
{elves in asking any gueſtions, they might 

al 
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at leiſure be reſolved of. This gave our re- 
liet, the opportunity they withed : And 
Rebadates lying himſelt at the head of the 
Skift, when he came near the ſtern of the 
Barge, ſeeing a bloody Sword high in che 
Air, was at once confounded and pleas'd at 
It; this ina belict 1c gave him, I itil was 
alive, fince 1 alone was 1n the Barge to OP- 
poſe them ; and that, from an apprehentjon, 
'twas fo colour'd ar my cott : Theretore, 
ſtarting up with all his Compan1ons, juft in 
that moment the Nicomedian was going to 
Kill me, by a happy Arrow he killed him ; 
and ſpringing into the Barge, with his 
Friends, he made ſuch an execution amongſt 
his Enemies, that thoſe of them, who had 
eſcaped the firſt furies of it, fled from the 
{tern to the head of the Barge, and there, 
but by defending themſelves, gave their Aſ. 
ſaulters an incouragement which they needed 
not. . Whilſt Rebadates was thus imploying 
his Valour, for my ſafety, one of his Com- 
panions was. imploying his Art, for the like 
end : *'Twas an Officer, who had received lo 
often, and ſo many Wounds, thar by a dear 
experience he had no ſmall Skill in the Cure 


fy, of 
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any, which were Curable ; and, becaulc 
eh nn of his Profeſſion often called him 
unto danger, and his Courage oftner, he 
never went without things neceſfary about 
him, for his own, or his Friend's uſe : And 
ſeeing me lye in that ſad poſture I was in, 
and that the fair Statira and Nerea's help 
( which they were honouring me with again ) 
was too {all fora danger, which ſeem'd fo 
oreat; oblerving alſo, that his Companions 
had not ſo much need of his afliſtance as 1 : 
He came to afford me his. in ſo ſeaſonable a 
time, that he told the Princeſs, though he 
could not warrant the event, yet he did 
aſſure her, had his Service been never ſo little 
delay'd, 1t could not. but have proved fatal 
ro me : But whillit this obliging Perſon was 
preſerving me, his Friends were deſtroying 
my Enemies, in which they prov'd fo ſuc- 
_ ceſsful, that by that time I opened my Eyes, 
2 $0 l could ſee none of them in a poſture of re- 
5 | fiſtance ; though the laſt of them, which had 
EE: been ſo, tn a deſpair, had expos'd himſelf to 
| ren Swords, that he mighr paſs his own 
through Rebadates, which he did, but paid 
for that Wound, by the loſs of his Life ; yet 
Reba- 
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Rebadates by that he had received, fell, and 
needed the afliſtance of that Friend, as ſoon 
as I had received from him, a!l which chen he 
could afford me. Several others of thoſe 
Gentlemen, by whoſe courage the Princeſs 
had receiv'd that deliverance, I was thouchr 


unworthy by the. Gods to preſent her, were 


ſo dangerouſly hurt, beſides two which were 
Kill'd ; that had the Water-men in the 
Barge, had half as much courage as they had 
tear, they. might have done that with their 
Oars, which their Maſters fail'd of doing 
with their Swords : But theſe men, conſcious 
of their own guilt, and well feeing which 
way the diſpute was like to be decided, and 
having no promiſe, or hope of pardon, whilſt 
Rebadates and his Friends were Fighring, 

and the Princeſs Nerea, and SP (fi c 
ſowas that Gentleman called who had dreſs'd 


my Wounds ) were intently beſtowing cheir 


care on me; the Water-men of the Barge, 
had got into the Skiff, and fled towards ſome 
Boats they ſaw afar off; the Rowers/allo of 
the Skift fled with chem, ſuſpecting their paſt 
Crimes would have a more punctual pay- 
ment; than their late Services a reward, eſpe- 
<3 3 + ew 
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cially thoſe being voluntary, theſe con- 
{trained ; ſo that by the time we were del1- 
ver d f:om our Enemies, we found our ſelves 
unable ro return to our Friends ; at leaſt did 
it{oflowly, that before we had time ſuithict- 


ently to admire the miracle of our delive- 


rance. we ſaw-we needed another. to ſecure 
it: For all the Rowers being fied, and not 
above two with Zomſones being free from 
Wounds, and thereby, as well as by their un- 
acquaintednefs i im uſing of an Oar, unable to 
Row, we moved ſo flowly cowards the 
thor e, that our Water-men had time enough 
to overtake thoſe Boats and Perſons they fled 
unto ; who they found were Vicomedans, 
flying from their City, to their King : Theſe 
being fully inform'd how great a prize was 
in the Barge, and how little reſiſtance would 
be made in the defence of 1t, and knowing 
well all the Boats and Barges in Nicomedia, 
were carried from the ſhore by their defeated 
Companions ; they made towards aur Barge, 
hoping by preſenting Nicomedes with ſo great 
a gift, they might deface the blemith of their 
firſt unſucceſsfulnefs. Their Barges being 
ſo well ficted, and ours fo 11}, they had no 

great 
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great difficulty to overtake us ; and taough 
7omfones was a perſon of great Valour, yet 


having but three ſound Mer in the. Barge, 


and feeing about two hundred in three 0- 
thers, and many more coming, thought it 
better to uſe his Tongue, than his Sword ; 

and therefore bezan, as ioon as they were 
within Call, ro capitulate with them ; Tel- 
ling them, chough polhibly their numbers 
might at length oppreſs him, and his Comi- 
panions, yet he atjur'd them, ere they did fo, 


he would leffen them conſiderably ; :- and: 


rherefore, he ofter'd them, if they were Inha- 
birants of Nicomedia, their pardons, and full 
Indempnity, would they carry the Princelts, 
and me, back to Mithridates ; 1t they were 
Souldters of the Fleet of Nicomedes. and that 
they could efteema Lady, and a dying Gen- 
tleman fit Preſents for them. co make, and 
him to receive, he would, upon their faithful 
engagements of carrying us with all honour 
and civility diredly to their Prince, with- 
out any oppoſition, yield himſelf upon the 
faith of that Ingagement. Whilſt he was thus 
calking with the ſeveral Companies which 


had ſurrounded him, one of the Nicomedians. 


which 
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which commanded in one of the Barges, 
came gently behind Zomſones's Barge, and 
then furiouſly leaped into 1tr, as ſoon as he 
had joyned it ; but Zomones ſoon made him 
find, that Treachery ſhould be more fatal to - 
him that had deſigned ir, than to him who- 
was to have ſuffer'd by it ; for at firſt Thruſt, 
he paſs'd his Sword through him up to the 
Hilr, and having thereby laid him Dead ar 
his feer ; by a ſecond Thruſt, having happily 
done the like to another ; and his few Com- 


| panions, by a brisk ſeconding him, and 


mingling themſelves amongſt thoſe which 
had Boarded them, made them immediately 
with more celerity abandon our Barge, than 
they had entred into it; and the-reſt ſeeing 
how 111 this intended ſurprize had ſucceeded, 
were 1o far from revenging, that they openly 
condemned it, and began to liſten to what 
had been offter'd ; eſteeming 1t now a more 
hopeful thing to take -us by Capitulation, 
than by Force : Nay ,, ſome of the Sobereſt 
amonglt them, ſenfible of the Ills they were 
to ſufter,, by a wandring Sea-life, and pro- 
bably an eternal Baniſhment. from their 
Country, and Eſtates, and therefore much 


moved 
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moved with the affurance of the contrary, 
of which they ſeem'd no way to doubt, by 
reaſon of that great Influence the Princeſs 
had over her Father, ( who, the more hope- 
fully to conquer their doubrs, had her telt” 
confirm'd that offer made them by Zomſones _) 
began to incline to the firſt propoſal, rather 
than the laſt, and had atually accepted of it, 
had not amongſt that number, ( as almott a- 
mongſt all others ) the Indiſcreeter, and thc 
Worſt, been the moſt ; who, being alſo of a 
condition, which rendred War their hope- 
fulleſt Trade, and who expected more from 
MNicomedes by ſuch a Preſent, than to recover 
of their own, by returning ; and believing 
this manifeſted condeſcenſion of ſome of 
their Companions, would, when known to 
Nicomedes, render thei Numbers which were 
to ſhare his Liberaliry, the leſs,” and their 
Services which oppſed it, the greater, ſo 
loudly exclaimed againſt this, and fo readily 
promis'd. to obſerve the other, chat the [ef 
Number at length yielded ro the bigger : 
and We to both. 7omſones having firſt made 
them folemnly Vow, that none ſhould enter » 


our Barge, bur Water-men to Row ir, ill 
We 
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we were arrived at the victorious Fleet. This 
he did, to ſecure himſelf, as much as his con- 
dition did admit, that no incivility thould 
be otter'd the Princeſs, nor to me, by a mul- 
titude he apprehended, by what they had 
done, might nor be too averſe to it ; as allo, 
that thereby he kept himſelf in no worſe a 
poſture for defence than he was 1n before the 
Agreement, thould they, by any Treachery, 
violate or break it. As ſoon as we had re- 
ceived our Rowers on Board, inviron'd with 
all the'other Barges, we moved direttly to the 
Nicomedian F leet, which lay at Anchor abour 
thirty Furlongs from us ; all the time we 
were going thither, the Princeſs ſat by me, 
waiting for ſome ſtronger marks of Life, chan 
hitherto I had given; and conjuring 7om- 
ſones, by the moſt preſſing words ſhe could 
ſpeak, to give me all his Care, and Skill ; 

and, if after their ſeparation, and Impriſon- 
ment, Rebadates, or any of thoſe generous 
Officers, to whom, as. to him, ſhe owed that 
little Life I had, wanted any thing, which 
might contribute to their Recovery, that he 
would acquaint her with it; for ſhe pro- 
miſed her ſelf from Nicomedes's civility, all

things of that Nature which the could ask- 


Tomſones aiſur'd the Princeſs of a OY ob- 


ſervance of all her commands : Bur begg'd, 
if I ſhould Dye of my Wounds, char the 
would not aſcribe 1t to his neglect of them, 

for they were ſo deep, and dangerous; and [ 
ſo weak, that ar their firtft Drefling, he was 
not able to form any certala judament of 
them ; but had more reaſon to tear the worlt, 
chan to believe the belt. Thefe words, as he 
that ſpoke them, did afterwards allure me, 
drew ſome Tears from the fair Statira's E yes, 

and cait her into a Melancholy, greater chan 
ſhe had diſcover'd for her own Cantivity. 

We had not now ten Furlongs to the Fleet, 
when I began to open my Eyes again, and to 
recover ſo much Memory, as to call ro mind 
how I was brought to that ſad Condition : 
and that the dan-er Mithridatia had been in. 
was the cauſe of it. But nor: knowing any 
thing more, and the incertainty which that 
1knew left me 1n, force me on terch a deep 
Groan, and to ay, Oh Gods ! What 1s be- 
come of the Princels ? So 57 Wi ſelt being 
near enough to hear this Queition, had the 
goodnels to anſwer it, by ſaying, I am here,

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Callimachus,and have not any greater trouble, 

than what your danger gives me : Ah! 
Madam, (1Irepli'd, turning my faint Sight 
cowards that place from whence her Voice 
came ) Mine 1s not worthy your thoughts, 
much leſs your trouble ; bur for the fake of 
the Gods, tell me , where you are, and what 

condition you are in. - The Princeſs juſtl 
believing, the truth thereof would bur 
| heighten my danger, told me, As to my con- 
LEG dition, I have acquainted you with it al- 
Fw ready ; and as tothe place, we are on the Wa- 
ID ter, andin that Barge, where the Gods have 
ſo ſignally favour'd your fatery, that I can- 
' not think, they will ſoon permit the loſs of 
a Life, which by a miracle they even now 
have ſaved. Alas! Madam, (I repli'd) I 
find you are. not pleas'd to return dire an- 
| {wers tomy humble defires ; and therefore, 
[> by your focelling me, you are not a Prifoner, 
; you do bur too much acquaint me you are 
one, Oh Gods! (t continued ) What has 
che unhappy Callimachus done, that you have 
thought hi to- call him our for the Princeſs's 
deliverance, and then den1'd him the honour 
of it, and yet permitted him to. out-live it ? 
Ah! 
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Ah! Take again the Life you have lent me, 
it can now only ſerve to Torment me : No 


honours, nor glories to come, can ballance 


this Infamy ; to live to ſee the fair Statira a 
Captive, and made luch by my unhappy de- 
fence of her, is a Load too great for Life to 
ſupport. The deep Wounds theſe confide- 
rations gave me, not long after made me re- 
lapſe into a more dangerous Swoonding than 
any 1 had had before; and though Statira, in 
Expreflions far . above me, and Condeſcen- 
fions far below her, endeavour'd ( whilſt I 
was capable to hear and obſerve them ) to 
remove the cauſe of my deſpair ; yer I 
thought it builr upon too much Reaſon, to 
permit it to be Vanquiſh'd, nay, that admi- 
' rable goodneſs which the ſhewed me, was fo 
far from a&ing her defires, that it made me 


but the more reſolutely approve of mine / 


own, which was to Dye. My condition ha- 
ving left me nothing more Eligible; fince, 
if I recover'd, *twould be but to ſee that fair 
Princeſs in the Bonds of Impriſonment, 
whilſt ſhe continued with Nicomedes, and in 
thoſe of Marriage, as ſoon as ſhe was freed 


from the others, either of which was a miſery 
H-2 that 
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chat render'd Death a leſs, than to behold 
one of them. . Whilſt I yet lay ina ſeeming 
Death, we'were come ſo'near the victorious 
Fleet; that one of the Barges, which had con- 
duced as, advanced faſter than the reſt, ro 
acquaint the King, how they had fail 'd of 
their firſt defign, and what good marks they 
brought him, that they had- arrempted it. 
This was the cauſe, thar, by that time we were 
come to the fide of the Admiral's Galley, 
Nicomedes was ready to deſcend into our 
Barge, which he did, and with many civilt- 
ties and reſpetts, {trove to render Statira's 
loſs of Liberty, as little uneafie as he could. 
After ſhe had convinced him. ſhe was not in- 


. ſenſible of what he ſaid, and did ; Sherold 


him. there 1s, S1r, 1n this Barge, g Gentle- 
man,. who, chough he has been your Enemy, 
yet] will believe you w1ll not deny him your 
care. Madam; ( ſaid Nicomedes ,) Thave al- 


ready been told, that Callimachus 1s here, and 
Set Wounded ; and though he has 
been my Enemy in fo-high a dezree, thatby 
his Sword I'have been kept our of my King 
dom, and this Day out of the chiefelt Ciry 


of 1 i yet your commands, and the duty I 
1 owe 
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owe to Gallarntry, though in an Enemy, ſhall 
make my care of him be as great, as if his 
Wounds had been received for, and not a- 
gainſt me. Statira, as Tomſones afterwards 
afured me, gave Nicom-des more acknow- 
ledgments for what he had promis'd her for 
me, than for what he had patd her, for her 
ſelf; which had made the Bythinian King tell 
her, I cannot, Madam, blame Callimachus for 
trying himſelf ſo abſolutely to your Service, 
fince, by the honour of your concernments 
for him, he has that Duty ſo advantag1ouſly 
rewarded ; and poſlibly, his preſent con- 
dition is not ſo muchro be lamented upon 
any. account, as that by it he 1s rendred un- 
capable to know thele freſh Obligations you 
lay upon him; and to pay you his Acknow- 
ledgments for them. Callimachus ( replied 
the fair Statira bluthing ) has too much ha- 
zarded himſelf for me, not to make my care 
of him a Deb: due unto him ; and fince he 
has been Prodigal in obliging, 1 ought to be 
juſt in paying. Bur I believe, were he to 
ſpeak only the truth, he would eſteem his 
now Condition more deplorable by its ren- 
dring him uncapable to reſent your. gene- 


rofity 
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roſity to him, and to pay you his retribu- 
tions for it, than on any other ſcore; and 
ſince by favouring me, his 1s reduced to that 
misfortune, be pleas'd to: accept of my ac- 
knowledgments for him, till the Gods render 
him able to preſent you with his own for 
himſelf. Nicomedes, who found, by that little 
diſorder Statira had heen in, that what he 
had intended only in a Gallantry, was other- 
wiſe received, took a particular care, no 


more to err on that fide : But having, in mag- 
'nificent tearms, applauded the juſtneſs and 


oreatneſs of the Princeſs's care of me, he 
preſented her his hand, to lead her up into 
his Galley, and then told her ; I know nor, 
Madam, if you have any other commands to 
honour me with for any elſe in this Barge; 
but 1f you have, I beg to receive them ere we 
oo out of it. Sir, ( replied Statira_) here 
are ſome Gentlemen, who had not now been 


Priſoners, or Wounded, if their civility to 


me had not involved them in that misfor- 
tune : BurtI know, they are in the power of 2 
Prince, that renders any Interceſſion of mine 
for their good uſage a needleſs thing. Ni- 
comedes, by bowing himſelf, acknowledged

that advantagious opinion the Princeſs had 
contracted for him ; who, to evince it was 


a true one, commanded ſome of his Officers 
to take as much care of Rebadates, and thoſe 


'others thac were hurt, as they would of their 
'beſt Friends; and to give all the reſt any 


freedom they defired, but that of returning 
to Nicomedia ; and becauſe he had under- 
ſtood 7, omſones had dreſs'd me, and was very 
happy and skilful in curing of Wounds, he 
appointed him to be ſtill near me, and to lye 
ina Pallet in the next Cabin co me : Theſe 
Orders being gtven, the Princeſs, helped by 
Nicomedes., aſcended into his Admiral, and 
as ſoon as: ſhe was come into the nobleſt 
Room of 1t, he acquainted her, that her Bro- 


ther, and the Prince, who was to have a hap- 


pler and nearer relation to her, were in the

The Cyprian Prince 
having with all imaginable Humility, paid 
his reſpects ro Mithridatia, folding his Arms 
th* one within the other, and breathing ſome 
Sighs, told her ; I thought, Madam, to have 
been called one moment from the Temple, 
conſidering the glorious occaſion that car- 
ried me thither, had been infelicity enough 
to punith all my fins, but thoſe of daring to 
[1ft up my defires to the Princeſs Statira - 
But 
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But it ſeems the Gods have placed a higher 
puniſhment upon. that noble and unavoid- 
able offence ; for they have not only defeated 
my Fleer, which had the great honour to 
Fight for you, but even before your Eyes ; 
and have made my Enemiesſurpriſe me into 
the Infamy of out-living it : But alas, I ſadly

befall ir. Sir, ( replied the Princeſs ) Iam 


: ſenfible of your misfortunes, and of the 
grief with which you bear them ; but can- 
not upon any tearms aſcribe them to that 
cauſe to which you do: Though ſometimes

Statira, for thoſe new 
Obligations gave Nicomedes new Acknow- 
ledgments.

the end of the Princeſs's Narrative, one of 
Nicomedes his chiefeſt Officers, came to Ad- 


vertiſe him, that the Gentleman he had ſent 


to Mithridates, was return'd, with an Anſwer 
from him ; which-made him withdraw to re- 
ceiveit : And not long after, Pharnaces, and 
Aſcanius, began to retire, to leave Statira to 
that Quiet, which both ker Mind, and her . 
Body, but coo much needed. But before 
they had finiſhed their parting Ceremonies, 
Nicomedes returned again, and told Aſca- 
nius ; Sir, Youareat liberty, atleaſt you are 


no longer my Priſoner ; for as ſoon as you 


were made ſuch, I fent to Mithridates, to offer 
you in exchange for the King of Cappadocia, 
which he has accepted of : Ariobarzanes will 
be immediately. here ; and I have ingaged 
my Faith to the Pontick King, to ſend you to 
him. Aſcanius ( as Nerea afterwards told 
me, from whom I had an account of thoſe 
things, at which I was not preſenc my ſelf ) 
ſeemed at this Advertiſement to. have a Look 
mingled with Joy, and Aſtoniſhmenc ; but 
immediately after, recolleRing himſelf; he 

{ told 
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told Nicomedes, 1am too much obliged, both 
to the great Mithridates, and you ; To you, 
Sir, for offering ſo advantagious an Ex- 
change ; and to him, for accepting it : Bur 
you have now Priſoner, a Princeſs,who ought, 
the firſt of all, to caſt off that unhappy con- 
dition; and if you can eſteem any, nay, all 
thoſe in her Father's power, an equal Ran- 
ſom for her, and accept of them, you will 
thereby a& a greater Viftory over us, than 
your Sword has this Day given you. Do 
not, generous Nicomedes, eſteem me ſo un- 


worthy of liberty, as to accept of it, while | 


my Princeſs has laſt hers ;. or to allow for 
my Exchange, of a part of chat, which I hope 
will purchaſe hers. I confeſs, ( repli'd the 
Bythinian King ) I propounded you for A- 
riobarzanes, ere I knew of the Princeſs's mis- 
fortune ; but had I known of it earlier, I 
ſhould have made Mithridates no other pro- 
poſal ; for I know too well, to value the fair 
Statira, to think any Exchange in the Pontick 
King's power, can be digetrrpgy' for £1 : 
Nay, ſhould I reſtore 

re-poſleſſion of the Throne which he keeps 


me out of, I ſhould yet give him much above 
what 


er to him, for a quiet 
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what I received from him. Will you, (re- 
plied Aſcanius_) accept of Ariobarzanes for 
me. and then me for the Princels ; that will 
in eife&t preſent you with two Kings for part 
of her Ranſom, and I ſhall eternally acknow-_ 
ledgel yet owe you more than 1 have paid 
you, or more than everl can pay. This I 
propound, has a mixture of both thoſe Vir- 
rues, in the manifeſtation of which, I know 
you are concerned ; The ſerving of your 
great Friend, and your obliging-the admi- 
rable Statira ; which you will abundantly 
evidence, by. taking 1o little, for what de- 
ſerves ſo much : And your Obligations to 
me, will not be infer1our ; fince, ro loſe my. 
liberty, to reſtore the Princeſs to hers, will 
in ſome degree repair my having loſt her 
liberty, by firſt having loſt my own.

brought Nicomedes, that the King of Cappa- 
docia was ſo near the Fleet, that he could 
hardly have time enough to meet him, 1f he 
any longer deferr'd going abour it : This 
made the Bythinian King cell the Cyprian, 1 

wiſh, Sir, you were come toa reſolution, for

Son ; Civility in him doing.as much before 
he knew whoT was, as Nature it ſelf could 
have done, had he known it : But being af- 
ſur'd, that my Recovery would be much 
hinder'd, if not indanger'd, by the motion 
of the Galley, and the ſtraitneſs of Room 
init; and having alſo obſerved Mithridatia, 
even while they were at Anchor in a good 
Road, felt a diſturbance, which yet ſhe would 
not complain of ; gave Orders to weigh, and

becauſe this Iſland was fo conſiderable to 
them, as that the Loſs of ir, would be the loſs 
of all ; they had fortified that Caſtle in it, 
fo well, as it was eſteemed impregnable, two 
ſides of it ſtanding on a. precipice over rhe 
Sea, and the other two being cut off from 
the Land, by a deep Graft, forced through 
a main Rock, with three Fortificattone, one 
within another, conſiſting of Walls, and 
Tawers, of a prodigious heighth, and thick-

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neſs, which clearly forbad all hopes of taking 
thar place, but by Treachery, Surpriſe, or 
Famine. MNicomedes the rather haſten'd 
thither, becauſe Ariobarzanes had yet one 
Wound, whoſe Recovery needed reſt, and 
time.

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Prince Pharnaces's ; and a little beyond his, 
T was Lodged : But though it were at ſome 
diſtance from the Princeſs, yet by the obli- 
ging Neighbourhood of a long Gallery, ] 
could go to her Ante-Chamber, without 
paſſing through any other Room. In this 
place, my Wounds, as obedient to Mithri- 
datia's commands, as I, or my Chyrurgions, 
began daily to mend,and fo faſt, that I found, 
[ ſhould be ſooner ready to ſerve her, than 
reſtored to the capacity of doing it. Every 
day, Nicomedes and Ariobarzanes gave me 
the honour of a Viſit ; and the Princeſs ma- 
nifeſted her concernment in my Recovery, 
by often ſending WVerea to inquire after it. I 
thought it not ſtrange, that the King of By- 
thinia continued 1n the Iſland, whilſt the 
Defefts in his Fleets were repairing ; nor 
chat the King of Cappadocia did 1t longer, 
becauſe his Wounds were not 1o fully con- 
ſolidated, but that the motion of the Sea, 
might be both troubleſome and dangerous 


to him : But I admir'd, that Nicomedes, when 


his Galleys were fitted, did not imploy them 


ro improve by anew Succeſs, the freſh one,

his Conqutt and Courage had given him, 


which was not more contrary to his Intereſt, 


chan his Prattice. Bur alas ! 1 had toomany 
ſad Thoughts relating to my own Condition, 
to admit me to imploy often any of them, 
upon anothers ; and 1 could not fancy for 
what end, Statira was ſo concerned in my 
Lite, reſolving to give her ſelf to Aſcanius, 
which would make it my Torment ; nelther 
could I imagine, Why the Gods had ſo 
itrangely preſery' d me from Death ; and as 
ſtrangely, twice in one Day, ſeparated Mi- 
thridatia-from the King of Cyprus ; and by 
ſuch admirable ways, had brought me-ro 
wait on her 1n her misfortunes; as well as in 
a high degree, to have been the unhappy 
cauſe of them.

Callimachus, at theſe words, could 
not reſent a higher Grief, than invaded Ar- 
tabanus and Artavaſdes by their Sympa- 
thizing with him ; which he ſaw ſo evident- 
ly, that it brought at once, an Acceflion to 
his Sorrow, and made him the ſooner haſten 
ro conceal the eftects of it, by thus proſe- 
cuting his Relation : One Evening, the 
Princeſs having fent the fair Werea to viſit 
me, ( who was much my Friend ) 1 endea- 
vour'd, as I had unſucceſsfully ſeveral times 
before, to win her to ſuch a ſenſe of and con- 
cerhment for my Condition, as thereby to 
learn ſomething leſs obſcurely what Sra- 
tira's' Inclinations were towards me, than 
her own excellive Reſeryedneſs would allow 
me to diſcover from her {elf ; and tinding, 
Nerea was leſs unwilling then, to liffen to 
words of that Nature, than ſhe had been 

before ; 
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before ; after ſome IntroduQory diſcourles, 
I ſpoke to her to this effect : That great 
goodneſs, which you have on all occafions 
manifeſted to me ; and that great neceflity 
| thall have, to hope in it hereafter, will 
o1ve you the trouble of my diſclofing to you 
ſome Thoughts, and Secrets, which I am fo 
far from imparting to any other, that I dare 
hardly impart them to my ſelf: Yes, fair 
Nerea, 1 have the higheſt, and the moſt 1m- 
probable defign of any Man living ; and 
having told you ſo much, I need not tell 
you any more, to acquaint you with It. 
A defign, which cannot promiſe more feli- 
cities, if it ſucceed, than there are impoſſi- 
bilities to prohibir ſo much as the hopes of 
its Succeſs; a Defign, I ſo much deſpair of 
efteting, and am ſo criminal in underta- 
king, that I would now have Died of theſe 
Wounds, as much upon the accompt of the 
laſt of theſe Cauſes as the firſt, had I not 
received an abſolute command to the con- 
rrary, from the Princeſs, whom to diſobey, 
would hardly have been a greater Sin, than 
to obey, will bea Puniſhment ro me. Bur, 


Oh 
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Oh Gods! MNerea, if you have any pity for 
this unhappy Callimachus , Tell him, tell 
him, I beſeech you, for what end it. 1s, he is 
injoyned to Live; ſince he ſees nothing in 
Life, which makes not Death as deſirable to 
him, . as 1t ought to be dreaded, by the too 
happy Aſcanius. Since ( repli'd MNerea_) 
you are pleas'd to make me your Confident, 
I ſhall endeavour to deſerve that Truſt by 
all ways, but thoſe, which, in my opinion, 
may render me unworthy of it ; and there- 
fore, I will not ſcruple to acquaint you, 
That my own Obſervations of you, told me 
that long fince, which now you tell me ; 
and from the firſt hour, I had reaſon to be- 
lieve what now I do, I had as much reaſon 
to deplore the Defign you 1ngaged in :- Such 
a confluence of Obſtacles being viſible, and 
many more inviſible, that the Reſult was not 
more apparent to me, than I doubt it will 
be unſupportable to you. *Tis not that your 
Services have not been highly eminent, and 
many ; nor that they have been paid to a 
Perſon inſenfible of them : Bur--- Here MNerea 
ſtopp'd ; and therefore I did by freſh and 
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vehement Implorings, beg her to continue, 
and at laſt vanquiſh'd by my Prayers, or 
Importunirties, ſhe thus proceeded : Bur, the 
power of the. Father, and his ingagement 
allo; the punctual obedience of the Daugh- 
rer, andthe Ignorance of your Extration, 
outweigh all your Actions, and turn the 
Scale ſo heavily, that the poſhbility 1s not 
great, 1t will ever be rais'd again : You fee 
( faid Nerea_) 1 flatter you not; forhaving 


profeſs'd a Friendſhip to you, and Since- 


rity being the noblelt part of Friendthip, 
I had rather practiſe 1t, though it mighr 
afflict you , than che . contrary, though it 
might pleaſe you. That (1 repl1'd, fetching 
aSigh ) which you now have told me, has 
been hitherto my higheſt apprehenſion, and 
by your telling ir me, it becomes as high a 
certainty ; and fince it is ſo, How can Sta- 
tira injoyn me to Live? If the fays I have 
been too preſumptuous in daring to lift up 

my Eyes to her; Iam ſo far from denying 
It, that I would lave Died, that I would 
have Killed my ſelf, to have revenged her, 
and to have puniſhed my ſelf : And poflibly 
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a voluntary Death, embrac'd by an Offen- 
der, ſhould be a ſufficient expiation for 
an unavoidable Oftence. *T1s in this only, 
obliging MNerea, that I will now beg your 
Affiſtance ; and fince ſo many invincible Im- 
pediments deny me the expettarion of ob- 
ceining her Eſteem, I will not deſpair, bur, 
by your Interceſiion, to obtein her Mercy ; 
and that is, her Permiſhon to Dye. Poſlibly 
( ſaid MNerea_) you could hardly ask any 
thing of her, which ſhe would not ſooner 
grant you ; I fay, any thing, whatever ; 
and even all thoſe Obſtruttions I ſo lately 
Particularized, might be ſooner vanquiſh'd, 
than this one Requeſt yielded unto. No, 
Callimachus, ſhe has a Value for you, and 
ſuch a one, that had her Inclinations the

Several Days, things 
continued in the State they then were in ; and 
yet, to our Admiration, we heard nothing of

lity, an expreſs from Atraphernes was ad- 
mitted to the Princeſs, to bring him an ac- 
count of her Health, and to acquaint her 
with his yet unſucceſsful Indeavours for her 
Inlargement. Thar generous Prince had alſo 
the Goodneſs, by the ſame opportuniries,

and to aſſure me of his utmoſt Aſliftance, to- 
wards the freeing me from my Impriſon- 
ment ; which, becauſe Mithridatia had fo 
poſitively and repeatedly commanded me to 
indeavour my ſelf, I did buſte my Thoughts 
about it, and was not over-troubled, that the 
more I refle&ed on it, the leſs likelthood I 
found of it. For had l eſcaped, I had fallen 
into two of thoſe misfortunes which I moſt 
apprehended : The being Baniſhed from the 
happineſs of waiting on her ; and by Mithri- 
dates's wanting a Fleet, from the hopes of fer- 
ving her ; nay. I knew not whether ſometimes 
I werenot almoſt ſo unworthy,as not to grieve 
at her Impriſonment, rather than that my Ri- 
val ſhould deliver her, and after Marry her. 
One' Morning , when I was alone in my 


Chamber, Rebadates came into it, being 
Q reco- 
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recover'd of his Wounds ; and having ob- 
tein'd of his Keeper leave to do it, I was 
pleas'd ro ſce ſo gooda Friend, palſs'd that 
Danger. which his kindneſs to me had in 
parc caſt him into : But the Buſineſs he came 
abour, did not a little perplex me ; for he 

came to. tell me ,, That having found his 
| Keeper was a Perſon to be wrought upon, he 
had therefore made him ſuch large Offers, if 
he would connive at his Eſcape, that he had 
embraced them, and promis'd the ſucceed- 
ing Night, foto order all things, that with- 
our interruption he ſhould get away ; that 
he had given him a rich Jewel he wore about 
him, ſo concealed that none of Nicomedes's 


Souldiers had diſcovered it, as an earneſt of 


the reſt, when he was free : Bur, ſaid Reba- 
dates, I have thought thar he which could do 
this for me, might do it for you ; and there- 


fore Iam come to aſlure you, I had rather 


you ſhould have your Freedom, than I mine : 
for an eaſje Ranſom may deliver me, but 1 
am afſured you are Valued above any, 
Therefore I conjure you, Sir, deny not this 
profer of my: Service, having by my now 
Condition, no other w ay.but thar, to Pay you 


— 
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any : embraced and thanked Rebazates for 
this high Evincement of his kindneſs, though 
[ wiſhed perfectly he had never conferr'd it 
on me ; and then told him, That if his Keeper 
could imploy his induſtry, for a&ing the in- 
larzgement of the Princeſs, it would be a 
Service indeed, and ſhould be paid with 
Treaſures, which thould inrich him, and his 
Poſterity. I did already ( faid Rebadates_) 
propoſe that unto him, bur he cut me off, 
with an aſſurance, that ic was impoſlible ; 
fince his King himſelf guarded her : Bur 
when I propoſed you unto him, he ſeem'd not 
to be out of hopes thereof, and has within 
an hour promiſed to bring mea good ac-_ 
count of his Endeavours therein : and 1 
have promiſed him, he ſhould receive from 
Mithridates a proportionate Reward, to the 

reatneſs of that Service ; for he aſſured me, 
if he could contrive your Eſcape, he muſt 
; accompany you 1n 1t, fince, that would be a 
Crime above the hope of pardon. though it 
were attributed to careleſneſs, and not de- 
ſign. I will not trouble you ( ſaid Calli- 
machus _) with the Diſpute 1 had with Reba- 


dates, to perſuade him to imbrace the oppor- 
O 2 runity

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runity of his Deliverance ; nor umtellin 
you, the Troublel was 1n, when I could not 
prevail with him ; for he was unconquer- 
able in his Civility to me : And ſoon after 
he withdrew to learn from his Keeper what. 
Succeſs he had met with, that he might ac- 
quaint me with it ; whereby I might accord- 
ingly provide my Selt tor that appointed 
hour. To be ſhort. after he had with ſome. 
Impatience waited for his Keeper's Return,. 
ſome hours beyond the prefixed Time, his, 
Chamber-door was haſtily- open'd, and in- 
ſtead of his Keeper, a rude Stranger came to 
him, and told him, h1s whole Defign was dil- 
covered, and the manager of it put to a pain- 
tul Death for his intended Treachery ; and 
that, fince he and 1 ſo unworthily abuſed. 
thar Liberty the Kings had allowed us, we 
ſhould ſufter for that Offence : I being now 
confined poſitively ro my Chamber,with new, 
and more numerous Guards ; and he being 
expreſly ſent to keep him, from the hopes of 
any new deſign. This which this Officer told 
Rebadates, was too true; for the unhappy 
Keeper, ſounding the inclinations of one, 
whole help he was to need in my Eſcape, did

thy a Perſon, and perhaps of faving him too. 
But.I doubt I have faid too much, in thoſe- 
laſt - 
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laſt words; at Midnight therefore, fit your 
{elf ro follow Oftanes, the Officer that now 


Guards you, who will bring you a Diſguiſe. 


by which he will fately conduct you to a 
Veſlel in a ſmall Creek, which has Orders to 
carry you where ever you will go. All that 
I ask of you, is, that you keep an inviolable 
Secrecy concerning the means of your E- 
ſcape : Let it always be believed, an effe& 
of your having corrupted the Fidelity of 
Oftanes, who 1s one 1 intirely Truſt, and much 
Eſteem ; and whom I recommend to your Fa- 
vour, till I may again, by ſome fortunate Ac- 


cident, openly reſtore him to mine. I con- 


fels, ( continued Callimachus_) few Acci- 
dents in all my Lite ſurpriſed me more than 
this; and the longer I Reflected on it, and 
every Circumſtance of it, the more cauſe I 
had till ro continue that Reflection : I cold 
Nicomedes ſo much, and after, by many Ac- 
knowiedgments, I had endeavour'd to exalt 
the gallantry of this Aion, and the grati- 
rude l had for it, I ſaid unto him ; Generous 
Prince, though afrer what you have done, 
there might ſeem nothing left for me to do, 
but to endeavour, by continued Services, to 


pay 
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pay you tome part of my vaſt Debr; yet] 
muſt, by an humble Requeſt, add unto, and 
increaſe 1t: *Tis, that you will pardon me, 
it, as ſoon as my hands are free, I uſe them 
againſt you ; or elſe, that you will not re- 
ftore me to a Liberty, which TI muſt forchwith 
imploy againſt the Giver of it : For whilſt 
you keep the Princeſs Statira a Priſoner, 1 
mult as certainly be your Enemy, as in all 
chings elſe, I will be your Servant. When TI 
cold you, ( the King of Bythinia repli'd-) 
That I would fer you at Liberty, I rold you 
too, I cxatted nothing of you, but your Si- 
lence ; neither after the Declaration you 
now make me, do expet any thing elſe, bur 
a Grant of that, whick [ deſired of you be- 
fore. This (faidT) 1s aGallantry worthy 
of Nicomedes ; and this 1sa higher' Favour, 
than his free Breaking of my Impriſonment ; 
and therefore Loads me with a greater 
Trouble, than by it, he has freed me from : 
A Trouble, which ſhall never ceaſe, but with 
my Life, unleſs by ſome Retributions, as 


eminent and fignal as the Senſe I have of 


your Generofity, I be inabled ro att my Gra- 


tucade for it, That filence you injoyn me, I 
VOW. 
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vow Religiouſly to obſerve, and by my 
kindneſs to Oftanes, I ſhall indeavour co make 
him endure his abſence from you, 2s little 
inconveniently as may be, and in ſome de- 
gree convince him, by the reſpect I ſhall pay 
the Subject , how hi ghly I eſteem my ſelf 
indebted to his Prince : Of whom alſo, Iwill 
not beg to know why ſuch a Secrecy 15 in- 
joyned me; becauſe perceive; that ought 
to be as much a Secret to me, as from whoſe 
obligingneſs I owe my Deliverance, ought to 
be to every one elſe : Though Sir, I muſt 
afſure you, 'tis no ſmall Trouble co me, being 
ſo deeply in- your Debt, ro be orohibited 
from publickly acknowledging it, till I ſhall 
be ſo happy, as to pay it : Bur, Sir, fince this 
Action, when known to the Princeſs Statira, 
will, I hope, procure you her Thanks for it, 
which will be no1ll Reward of it; though 
it will notatall diminiſh my Score ; May 
I not beg.your Permiſſion, before 1 go, rotell 
her of my going, and from whom I derive 
that Liberty, that in her acknowledgments 
to you, you may have cauſe never to repent 
what you have done to me, if my own un- 
happy Condicion ſhould not allow me the 

ſatis- 
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ſatisfaction of doing any thing by way of 
Retribution for my ſelf. I am lorry, Call: 
machus,, ( Nicomedes replid ) That you 
ſhould ask me any thing I ſhould deny you : 
But 1 hope, when you remember, that for 
above twenty Days, you have been kept with 
ſuch ſtrictneſs, that you have nor been per- 
mitted to ſee any one, nor to be ſeen by any, 
ſhould you juſt betore your Eſcape, have 
that Freedom allow'd you by me, for it can- 
not be by any other, it might raiſe a ſuſpi- 
tion, by what means you obtein'd it, and by £ 
deſtroying that end, for which 1 have defir 6 
ſo pertect a Secrecy from you, draw a greater 
inconvenience upon me, than 1 believe,could 
I acquaint you with it, you would have me 
run into, But to omit nothing for your ſa- 
tisfaction, I will poſſibly contrive ſome way 
before the hour of your departure, whereby 
you may acquaint the Princeſs with it, and 
receive her Commands before you keave her ; 
though neither She her telf, nor the Perſon 
imploy'd between you,mult upon any tearms 
know I have the leait hand in, or ſo much as 
knowledge of, your Eſcape. Perhaps ( con- 
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tell you, Why T have thus dealt with you : 
Burt if ſuch a ing ſhould never happen, ob- 
lige me in believing there was reaſon for ir. 
As ſoon as he had done ſpeaking, he imme- 
diately withdrew, and with as little Noiſe as 
he had made when he came 1n : leaving me, 
not ſo full of wonder at the Aion, and the 
Circumſtances accompanying it, as of 
Trouble, that now I mult forſake either my 
Princeſs, or highly Diſobey her. -The un- 
happineſs of this 111 Choice, entertained me 
till an hour before Midnight, when I was 1n- 
terrupted by my Doors being opened, and 
by ſeeing WNerea come into my Chamber, who, 
m many Bluſhes, for ſo undue a Time to 
give me a Viſtt, told me, She now did it, be- 
cauſe Oftanes a litrle before had whiſper'd to 
her, there was a very great and real neceffiry 
of her coming to me immediately, where, 
poſſibly, ſhe might hear of things not unplea- 
ſing to her ; but that ſhe was co come then, 
or never : She told me, that having inform 4 
the Princeſs thereof, he had forthwith in- 
joyned her to come ro me, which Orders the 
had obey'd, being condudted to the Door 
by Oftanes, who had open'd, and then was 

waiting 
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waiting at ttfor her'Return.. After that I had 


paid her my 'Acknowledgments for the fa- 
your of her Vrſit, which could not be ſo un- 
feaſonable, but that her Virtue would pre- 
ferve 1t from being thought ſo by any, that 
had the happineſs to know her ; I gave her 
an Account, how that above my ExpeCta- 
tion, and even above my Defires alſo, a cer- 
rain way was ofter'd me, of eſcaping that 
Night ; the! Overture whereof I could not 
decline hftning to, becauſe it was Mithri- 
datia's repeated Commands ; but that I fo 
much preterr'd being a Priſoner, when ſhe 
was one, before Liberty, when ſhe was deni'd 


| hers, that at the ſame time, I told her, Pro- 


bably, I could Eſcape ; I begg'd her leave, 
not to do it ; though by being of late deprt- 
ved of the high Duty and Happineſs of wait-: 
ing on her, I had been deprived of my only. 
comfort in my Imprifonment ; which yet I 
ſupported, without repming, as a righteous 


Judgment, for having been Guilty of the 
Princeſs's. Nerea told me, ſhe would carry. 


my meſſage, and durſt tell me my- Anſwer 
before ſhe had received it. To be brief, ſhe 
went immediately to Mithridatia's Chamber, 
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told her what I had faid, and brought mea 
poſitive Command, to lay hold of that op- 
portunity, which was ſo happily preſented 
me, by which ſhe now had more than hopes 
of ſoon being reſtored to her Liberty allo : 
Nerea told me at the ſame time. if I ſhould 
delay my Obedience to theſe Orders,it would 
rrouble the Princeſs, almoſt as much as her 
reſtraint ; She did acquaint me too with a 
particular I did think ſomewhat ſtrange, 
which was, that as ſhe was returning to me, 
paſting by Pharnaces's Chamber-door, ſhe 
perceived Nicomedes gently coming out of 
it, who no ſooner ſaw her, but he haſtily ſhut 
the Door again, and ſeem'd by his Looks to 
be in no ſmall diſorder at his having been 
ſeen by her at that hour 1n that place. I had 
not much leiſure then, to Reflect upon this 
afſurance, being ſo inceſſantly preſs'd by 
Nerea to that Obedience Statira had com- 
manded me, and fo concernedly expected 
from me ; which, at laſt, I reſolvedto pay 
her, and begg'd Nerea to acquaint her there- 
with, who immediately retired to do it, And 
not long after,0ſtanes came into my Chamber, 


with a Livery-coar of one of ANicomedes's 
Guards, 
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Guards, which I put on, and being led by 
him, I paſt all the Souldiers, and came to 
that Creek,. where the Veſſel ftaid for me; 
and all things being in readineſs, the Wind 


roo favouring us, I defired them ro direct 


cheir courſe for Nicomedia, to which City 
in two Days we arrived, without meeting any 
Impediment : I went firſt to the Appartment 
of the generous Ataphernes, whom I found in 


a deep Melancholy in his. Cloſer ;'and be- 


cauſe he proteſted ro me, my Abſence and 
Impriſonment did partly cauſe ir, he forth- 
with caſt off fo large a proportion of ir, as 
did evidence the reality of that affurance ; 
afcer many Embraces, he honoured me with, 
and many Inquiries after the Princeſs Sta- 


tira's Health, and Condition, hewas pleas'd 


to acquaint me, how many ways he had en- 
deavour'd to get a Naval Force able to Land 
his Army in the Ifland of Scyros, to reſtore 
his Siſter, his Brother, and me, to our Li- 
berty : But that the late Victory Nicomedes 
obteined,had fo terrified all Auxiliaries from 
ſerving againſt him, that even in that Suc- 
ceſs, he nat only ruin'd the Cyprian Fleet, but 


almoſt the hopes of ever getting another ro- 


gether 
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gerher to oppoſe him : He further told me, 
that as ſoon as Aſceanius- was defeated, he had 
prevailed with Mithridates to polt away Be- 
tuitus, than ſomewhat recovered of that te- 
dious Indiſpofition he had fo long Lan- 
cuiſh'd under, into Cyl/yza, to ingageall the 
Naval ſtrength of that Natton ; In which Be- 
tuitus had been ſo diligent, and ſucceſsful, 
that. whilft Aſcanins was here Viſiting the 
King;.and Court, acknowledging the high 
Favour of his inlargement, excufing his-Lofs 
to them, and making many poſitive Aſſu- 


' rances of repairing his Defeat, and reſtoring 


Statira, and Pharnaces, to their Freedom ; 
Betuitus had ſoar ingaged the chief Cylician 
Sea-men, that when A/canius was return'd to 
Cyprus, he found 1n his own and. his Bro- 
ther's unſucceſsfulneſs, his Maritim ftrengrh 
ſo exhauſted, that he was neceſlitated to ſend 
to hire a forein Help ; but he could procure 
none, by reaſon of their pre-ingagement to 
my Facher's Admiral. Bur the Cylicians 
hired by Betuitus, are not near enough, with 
that little Sea-ſtrength Mithridates has left. 
to form a Fleet bo enough of themſelves 
to oppole Nicomedes ; lo that, though by pre- 


venting 
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venting A/canius,we have not done our ſelves 
much good, yet we have hinder'd him from 
wholly ingroſfſing that Force, which is ne- 
cellary to reduce the Ifland of Scyros, Be- 
tuitus, who 1s a faithful Servant to our Fa- 
mily, and particularly affe&tonated to Sta- 
tira, and me, having receiv'd 2 private ' Ad- 
vertiſement from me, how paſſionately I'de- 
fir'd het Deliverance, without being indebt- 
ed to Aſcanius for 1t, but only ro himſelf ; had 
no ſooner alſur'd the Cylicians to Mithridates's 
Service, than he forthwith went to the Phe- 
nicians, and has prevail'd with many of them, 
ro come under my Father's Pay ; and whilſt 
theſe are fitting their Galleys, he is returning 
to Miletus , where, if he can have the like 
Succels, he afſures me, not only to have a 
Fleet able ro oppole Nicomedes, bur to have it 
ready, before Aſcanius. has his, who, by a 
double diſappointment in Cylicia, and Phe- 
nicia, has been compell'd to ſend into. Egypt, 
co hire Galleys there. And now ( continued 
Atnpherncs ) we hourly expe& to- hear of 
Betuitns's Arrival at Miletus , and what 
Succeſs his endeavours will meet with there. 


[ was not (ſaid Callimachus ) a little pleas'd 
0 


ho Bo 
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to hind what moſt defir'd, in ſo hopeful a 
way towards a good Reſult ; nor was the | 
Prince leſs pleas'd, when, in Obedience ro | 
his Commands, I had acquainted him how 
by the means of Oſtanes, I had ated my E- 
ſcape; even when I had not only loſt the 
hopes, bur the defires of it ; neither would 
he be ſatisfied, till I had called in Oftanes to 
him, whom he Embraced with many Thanks 
for what he had done, ( for I never men- 
tioned any thing to him of Nicomedes, be- 
cauſe of my ſolemn Vow ) and forced him 
to take ſuch rich Jewels, that even thoſe had 
been of themſelves roo Prodigal a Ranſom 
for me. Ataphernes loon after told me, how 
he intended, and had got Mithridates's leave, 
C0 Imbarque his Army in Betuitus's Fleet, 
not only to Strengthen it, but if it were 
bleſs'd -hi a Victory, immediately co Land, 
and proſecute that End, for which chiefly, 
if not only, 'twould be a Blefſ ing tohim. 1 
was exceedingly Joyed at this affurance, be- 
cauſe the Duty of my. Office led me, where 
the Duty of my Paſlion call'd me ; but che 
Prince, who knew how much I ſhould rejoyce 
his Father, by waiting on n him, made me at- 

rend 
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rend on him to Mithr:dates, though it were 
very Late; we found the King in his Night- 
g0Wwn, ready to goto Bed ; but as ſoon as he 
ſaw me, he ran, and embraced me, with this 
flattering Complement, That he never had 
received more retreſhment from Sleep, than 
he now received 1n ſeeing me : I will not 
Enumerate all the Queitions he asked me 
concerning the Princels Statira ; the Prince 
Pharnaces ; their Uſage ; What had made 
Nicomedes of late ſo unuſually UnaGtive ; 
nor how inquiſitive he was of the means of 
my Eſcape, to all which I gave him the rrueſt 
Anſwers I could ; and when I had menti- 
oned to him, the Obligation I had ro Otanes, 


heſent for him into his Cloſer, loaded him 


with rich Gifts, and ſetled a plentiful Pentjon 
on him during his Life. Mithridates by my 
Return, had been ſo long interrupted from 
his intended Reſt, thar 1 thought it a Duty 
to Retire, which, whillt I was ready ro per- 
form, an expreſs came to him, and Ata- 
phernes, with the ſad News of the Death of 
Betuitus, the ſame Day of his Arrival at Mi- 
letus; His Age, and the exceſlive Diligence 
he had uſed in preparing a Fleer, in ſo many 
Regions 
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Reg10ns for his King's Service, and the De- 
liverance of his Prince, and Princeſs, had 
caſt him into a Fever, which ended his Lite, 
juſt as he was come to that City, where he 
hop'd to increaſe his Navy confiderably, and 
before which he had appointed all his Ships, 
and Galleys, waged amongjt che Cylicians and 
Phenicians to Rendezvouz. This fad Intel- 
ligence, wounded ſenfibly the Pontick King, 
for he had no Subject ro whom he could 1n- 
truſt his: Fleet ; and he fear'd, leſt thoſe 
Auxiliaries engaged by Betuitys, might e- 
{teem themſelves abſolved by his Death ; 
and the Miletians alſo, wanting the preſence 
and foſlicitations of the Pontick Admiral. 
might decline thar Aſfliſtance, in which Mi- 
thridates had his Rationalleſt hopes. 1 was 
not unmoved at the Loſs of fo worthy a Per- 
fon, and in fuch a JunGQure of time, (and 
pollibly thoſe two Reaſons gave the Prince 
opportunity to move his Father, to imploy 
my Service) ere | could preſent him an Offer 
of it: He told Mithridates, That my longeſt 
practice in War had been by Sea ; that in 
leveral Actions I had gain'd fome repute in 
the minds of thoſe. which trequent thar Ele- 

| meitt : 
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ment; and that by my Education, and long 


Refidence in Miletus, my Intereſts there were 
Hhlketer to contribute to his Service, than any 
other he could employ : He could have ad- 
ded, with at leaſt as much probabilicy, that 
my concernments for the relief of the fair 
Statira, and ſucceeding my Riyal in that 
Duty, would add Wings to my haſte, as well 
as Courage ro my hopes. In brief, Ata- 
phernes ſaid 4o much, and: Mithridates:be- 
tieved ſo much, that immediately he declared 
me Succetlor to Betuitys, and gave DireGions 
forthwith ro diſpatch my Commitlion, and 
finiſh my Orders and -Inftruttions. 1 was a 
chouſand times ready to have proltrated my 
ſelf at the Pontick, King's feet, to evidence 
my Joy, and Gratitude, for an Employment 
which I valued more than all his Empires ; 
for by it I was inabled to diſpute: Statirg on 
that Element, on which the had been forced 
from me ; and in a poſlibility ro recover 
thar Glory, which my Rival then had loft. 
Never did Ataphernes ſo ſenſibly Oblige any, 
43 then he did me; and never did Looks 
ſpeak more acknowledgments, than mine did 
ro hym. The generous Craterus, newly re- 
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- cover'd of his Wounds, hearing of my Ar- 
rival, came to Viſit me, and to give me new 
Affurances of an old Friendfhip ; I-mer him 
juſt as the Prince and | were coming out of 
the King's Appartment, where, 1 Embraces, 
he celebrated my Return ; and rhe honour 
Mithridates had 1o frethly belitowed upon 
me ; which, in a moment, was dilperſed 
about the Court : So, that the news of my 
Liberty, and Succeliion to Betuitus, went to-. 
gether. I had only the next Day atlowed me 
by the King, to vific, and take leave of all my 
F ax" : and chough the time was thort, yer 
che Dury of my impatience, made me eſteem 
Ir too long. My faithfnl Demetrius I found 
recover'd of his Wounds, and ready to g0 
my Journcy. When Ataphernes retired to his 
Chamber, 1 waited on him thither, and in 
renew'd Reperitions of Gratitude, 1 endea- 
vour'd to let himiſce, I was not inſenfible, 
though unworthy, of his Favours : The aiſu- 
rances I gave the Prince, that 1 would nor 
mil- imploy one moment 1n the relict. of the 
Princeſs Statira, made him give Craterus 
Orders to have his Army 1n a readineſs ta 
Ship on twelve hours notice, when, ever, I 
came 
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came upon the South-weſt Coaſt of Byrhinta : 
that if the Gods favour'd my Arms by Sea, 
the'Land'Forces might be ready ro be tranſ- 
portecl into the iſland of Scyros, to perfett 
that Deliverance, . which chiefly occaſton'd 
tlie War ; 1n which Ataphernes was 5 refolvec | n 
Perton ro aPPEAT. 

Thar Night, when I retir'd, Dinwedrds cold 
me, amongtt many other things, that he was 


exccedingly deceived, if Monima had not 


ſome: ſenfible Reliques of -thar AfﬀeRtion ſhe 
had once conferr'd on me at Miletus. IT won- 
der'd to hear 2 Diſcourſe of this Nature 
from him, who never had practiſed the like 
before; and knowing of how dangerous a 
conſequence the leaſt vent of chat belief might 
prove, both to her, and me; I told him 6 
much, in tearms which might let him under- 
ſtand how highly 1 was concerned in his 
Cautiouſneſs therein; and then ask'd him.

my Atection, and Admiration, that | Mo- 
nima's fayour was ſo far from being my 
defire, that it would have been my trouble. ) 

Demetrius in Anſwer to my Queſtion, told 
me ; As ſoon,:$1r, as the Queen had heard of 
my Wounds, and Danger, the fent her moit 
experienced Phyficians and Chyrurgeons to 
me, and commanded their conltant attend- 
ance on me, t11] I was 1nabled thereby to at- 
rend her ; which, as ſoon as ever I was, ſhe 
ſent for me to her, and without permitting 
me to pay her my humble acknowledgments 
for that recovery. which ( under the Gods ) 
I owed unto her favour, ſhe began a Diſ- 
courle of you; and knowing I was not ig- 
norant of that Aﬀection the had for you ar 
Miletus, ſhe did the more freely ſpeak unto 
me; there being then either by deſign, or 
accident, none of her Women in her Ca- 
binet : Her firſt Queſtions were, Whether yet

necetiitated Marriage of Mithridates 2 ( For, 
continued Demetrius, the ſpake in ſuch an 
Accent that word neceſſttated, as I perceived 
well, the had a defire I ſhould obſerve it ) 
And whether you had ever had a Patlion for 
any before her, or had ever reſented any 
fince ? 

| eafily found the was more intent In my 
Return to che laſt part of chis Queſtion, than 
ro all the reſt ; and though I gave her the 
beſt Anſwers I could, yet {t1]] me-choughr ſhe 
had fomething ro fay, which ſhe had not ſaid, 
or would not hay. And though in her whole 
Diſcourſes, her Words, had they been writ- 
ren, could not. have fſtrialy born a ſence 
which could have manifeſted any thing more, 
rham a common Afﬀection, and a concern- 
ment for you , yet in their Tone, in her 
Looks, and in her Dwelling more upon ſome 
narts of her Demands, than on others ; I had 
abundant cauſe to believe, her INquIFICs afcer 
you, were the productions of more than an 
ordinary curiolity : And by ſeveral other 
i>iſcourles, at leveral other times, ( for ever 


{f1nce 
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fince I was able to indure the Air, I was daily 
commanded to wait upon her ) Iperceived, 
ſhe {till reteined her former Paſſion for you ; 
and was not a little Jealous, you had ded1- 
cated yours to ſome other Beauty. 

Demetrius having ended ſpeaking, I did 
again with earneſtneſs repeat my former 
Orders to him ; and though I needed Relt, 
yet before I would take any, 1 did in my 
Thoughts propound. a thouſand ways how 
ro carry my Self towards Monima, from a 
continuance of whole AfﬀeCtion to me. I more 
eaſily foreſaw the Prejudices, than their Re- 
medies : And after all were examined, 1 
found none attended with leſs inconveni- 
encies, than never to walt on her, but in 
Ataphernes' s Company, or the Princeſs Sta- 
tira's when ſhe ſhould return, for thereby I 
ſhould nor decline the Duty of attending 
her, and yer do it in Company, where ſhe 
would be confined from evidencing atiy In- 
clination for me. 

The next Morning I attended Ataphernes 
at his Riſing, and begg'd him, that, in the 
Afternoon, he would let me wait on him to 
the Queen, to kiſs her Hands, both as my firſt 

V1far, 
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Viſit, and my laſt, He promiſed me this fa- 
vour; and then we went to the King's Ap- 
partment, who had. fat up ſo Late, 'in pre- 
paring my Orders, that it was Noon ere he 
Roſe ; and then finding himſelf untic for 
Buſineſs, he told me, 'Twould be the next 
Morning, ere I could begin my Journey. 
That Afternoon, Ataphernes led me to' the 
Queen's Appartment, who received me with 
many obliging Civilities, and with Looks, 
which nothing but Statira's Idea could have 
enabled me to reſiſt ; the whole Diſcourſe 
conſiſted of ſuch uſual things, that 1 ſhall noc 
repeat any of them in particular : And after 
an Hour, the Prince rifing- to take his leave, 
I defired the honour of the Queen's Com- 
mands, and acquainted her, that being by 
the King's Orders to go to Miletus,* ewas not 
improbable,but ſhe might have ſome Services 
to command me thither. Monima inſtantly 
replied, You have not a little obliged me, 
Callimachus, 1n letting me know you were to 
g0 to Miletus, for I hear {rene's Father being 
Dead, ſhe inheriting all his Riches, is re- 
turn 'd thither with her Husband, where moſt 


of them were left her; I intend ro preſent 
R her 
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her ſomething, which may let her ſee, ſhe 
continues in my remembrance and affection ; 
and therefore, 1 will defire you this Evening 
ro come hither and receive 1t; for I know 
your delivering 1c, will give it a double good 
reception. I was ſo confounded at this 
Command which had defeated all I had bullr, 
and ſo vexed at my Selt for having given a 
Riſe to it, that I had like to have diſcovered 
co the Queen and Prince my diforders, which 
the better to conceal. I told her. I would not 
fail to come, and receive the Honour of ſuch 
an imployment ; fince, to obſerve her Com- 
mands, and oblige the fair Irene,were Duties, 
in which I found a high contentment. Ata- 
phernes hereupon retic'd, and I durſt nor beg 
htm again to go in the Evening ro Monima's, 
left that might have diſcover'd, what 1 was 
ſo deftrons to keep from his Knowledge. 
From the Queen's fide, we went to wait on 
the Princeſs Niſa, and the Princeſs Cleopatra, 
who then began to diſcloſe Beauties, which. 
bur for the fair Statira's, had not had any 
Superiour in the World. Both theirenter- 
eainments confiſted in. things relating tothe

then receiv'd; which was a Packet ſent by 
an expreſs from Afecanius, to 'aflure him; 

though he had met with many difficulties'in: 
Fas a Fleet for the Princeſs Statira's 
Deliverance, and his Service, yet now he had 


yanguith' d them all, and would'if twenty

Days preſent him a Navy, which he was con- 
fdent would cure the Wounds of his former 
misfortunes, and preſent his Princeſs and 
her Brother with that Liberty, the loſs where- 
of was more- infupportable ro him, than it 
could be to them.

At the end of theſe words, Monima caſting 
one of her Arms over me, the repli'd ; Cal- 
limachus, What you have promiſed cannot 
be a greater Juſtice than 1t 1s an Obligation ;

I was not (continued Callimachus_) a 
little confounded and ſurprifed at what Mo-

time to retire : She had no ſooner recover'd 
a little out of thoſe diſorders ſhe had been 
in, than ſhe told me ; Riſe, Callimachus, left

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lome unexpetted Witneſſes of the poſtures 
we have been 1n, might miſ-interpret them. 
Theſe words waked me out of my Thoughts, 
and whatever elſe had entertain'd me; and 
having paid an obedience to her Commands, 
ſhe rold me; I hope, Callimachus, you be- 
lice, thar grear Joy does bring ſome Mad- 
neſs with it, and therefore, that you will 
attribute to what you have promiſed me, all 
thoſe Productions that aflurance has made me 
guilry of; and finceI am now (1 hope) re- 
{tored to your good Opinion,you will permit 
me. as an ettect of that vaſt Concern I have 
{till had for you, which always continued its 
firſt Luſtre 1n me, though clouded to your 
Sight ; ro be inquiſitive after whatever Re- 
lates unto you, and to offer you all the inte- 
reſts L have in Mithridates, to etabliſh any of 
yours, Which you are to derive trom him : 
And becauſe, when I left you at Miletus, ( at - 
which words, ſaid Callimachns, the Sizhed ) 
you were in no ſmall perplexity,.ar your 
[gnorance of your Extrattion ; Tell me, I 
beſeech you, whether yet Pu have had any 
Light of ic. Madam, (1 repl!''d) Iam yet 
as great a Stranger to my Dirth, as I was, 
then : 
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then ; but having loſt the generous Ze/lamon,

Gods preſented me the occatfion to lerve the 

F IRONS. NOIR : and ever fince that time, 

you have ſeen and known my Adventures. 
Thoſe Gods ( the Queen repl!'d ) were 


not alittle concerned in the manifeſtation of 


my Innocence, and in reſtoring me to the 
happineſs of your Friendthip, fince, as the 
way to the end, they permitted lo excellent 
a Perſon as the Princels Statira to be reduced 
toa danger, which only Callimachus's Cou- 
rage was able to free her from : Burt, ( laid 
Mouima, fixing her Eyes on me ) confeſs. to 
me, I conjure you, Were you nor 1n the ſame 
Action, Conquerour, and Conquered ?

 Trene, and commanded me to tell her, She 
ſent her thar, as an aſſurance, that whomſo- 
ever ſhe loved perfectly once, the would al- 
ways love 1n that degree. And then haſtily 
raking leaving of me, ſhe went to meet the 
King, who was almoſt at her Chamber-door ; 
where ſhe entertained him a while, that I 
might have the more letſure to retire ; which 
I did, witha Joy equal to the. Trouble I was 


then freed from.

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[ will not trouble you, withall the various 
Thoughts which imploy'd me, upon what 
the Queen had done, ſpoken, and offer* d; 
but to repair, having fo {rm infiſted on this 
Viſir, I will haſten, generous Princes, to tell 
you, Thar that Night, Irook my laſt leave of 
4 LrI and having diſpatched Perſons 
of Quality, and Parts, with Mithridates's 
defires to the Cylicians, and Phenicians, to 
haſten their Fleets ro the Bay of Miletus ; 1 
ſent alſo by expreſſes of grear Truſt, Orders 


ro Galatides, Admiral for Mithridates of the 


Euxin and Helleſpontick Squadrons, that, 


becauſe his Fleer was to paſs by the Ifland of 


Scyros, where all Aribarzanes and MNico- 
medes's Fleet lay, leſt they ſhould attempt to 


intercept him, to keep the Weltern Coaſt of 


' Aſa, cloſe on his left hand ; to have Scouts 
ſo far advanced, as to receive timely Al- 
larms ; to take up all the ſmall Veſſels of 
Bithynia, and Fifher-boats along the Coaſt, 
with as much privacy as poflibly he could ; 
and 1n the beginning of the Nizhr, to vive 
all thoſe ſmall Veſſels the Lizhts of his Fleet, 
with Order to keep as near thar Coaſt as the 
could ; which mizht not only delude the 
Enemy,

Enemy, but endanger them : For his Ships. 
and Galleys, being of the largeſt in the 
World. they would boldly (C poflibly without 
Sounding ) tollow luch ; and that with all 
his Fleet, during the Night, he ſhould ſtrike 
over tothe Eaſtern Coaſt of Gree ce, and keep 
that on his right Hand, till he were gorten 10 
far to the Southward of Greece, as the length 
of the Bay of Miletus, for which he thould 
then haſten;. as faſt,as his Oars and Sails 
could carry him. Thele Orders, ſoon after 
my coming to Miletus, 1 tound had, not been 
needlels ; for, by them, Galatides aflur' d me, 
he not only eſcaped Nicomedes. but the Lights 
inthe fall Veilels ſo well abuſed him, that 
nota few of his were Srranded, and ochers 
Caſt away, in their Chaſe, cre the reſt of his 
Fleet perceived the Delution. The Mile- 
tians, who were a- Peopie. wholly, of late 
Years, dedicated to their Trade ; though 
they received Mithridates's Letters, to them, 
with all che furmalities of reverence, and re- 
ſpe, yer could not be induced to let that 
King have any help under cheir publique 
Flaggs: tor Nicomedes ſeemed to give the 
Law on the Sea, and their greateſt Trade was 
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on that Element ; and his Ships had been fo 
Civil to them, as thitherto not to have inter- 
rupted it. Yet by the help of the fair [rene, 
and her Lord, rogether with that Intereſt I 
had gained newly, and formerly, amongſt 
ſome of the Chiefeſt of that City, Iprocured 
leave to raiſe what Volunteers I could en- 
gage, and particular Veſſels I could Hire; 
which was a Privilege alſo, they gave at che 
ſame time, though unſo ght after, unto Nj- 
comedes, and rr at but they made 
not uſe of it; either as not wanting 1t, or not 
having timely notice of it. 

From Miletus I daily renew'd my Sollici- 
cations to the Cylicians, and Phenicians ; and 
whatever time I had to imploy from the Du- 
cles of my Charge, I dedicated it to the fair 
Trene ; in the happineſs c of whoſe Nuprials, 1 
ſaw enough to make me at once rejoyce at 
her Condition, and deplore my Own. Bur 
when I deliver'd to her Monima's Preſent, 
and Words, ſhe told me ſmiling ; If the 
Queen's aſſurance be without Limitation, 
Mithridates has a double Reaſon to ingage 
you to Command his Fleets and Armies 
abr _ Bur I aſſured her, all that had been 

Paſſon 
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Paſſion on my fide, was turned to Reſpett ; 


and all that had been ſeeming AﬀeGton on 


her ſide, was turned into real Friendſhip. 
She told me, ſhe was perfectly glad thereof, 
both for Monima's ſake, and mine. 

The laſt Evening that I waited on her, the 
joyful News was brought me, in her Com- 
pany, that a great Fleet was diſcover'd in the 
South-ealt, making for the Bay of Miletus - 
This Advertiſement drew me haſtily from that 
excellent Perſon, and her Lord, and made 
me take a final: Leave of the Magiſtrates. of 
the Ciry, having that Morning ſent into the 
Bay, all thoſe Men and Veilels I could ingage 
there, to joyn with Galatides, then Riding 
there ; and though 1 flatter'd my ſelf with a 
belief, that this appearing Fleet, was from 
Cilicia, and Phenicta, yet leaſt it ſhould be 
Nicomedes, which might come that Courle, 
either from having perſued Galatides, ax at 
the leaſt to Alarm me, by taking that way by 
which my expected Helps were to come, 1 
haſtened on Board, and put my Fleet in the 
beſt poſture I could to receive them as Ene- 
mies, or Friends : Burt the incertainty ſoon 


ceaſed, my Scouts bringing me word it was 
the 
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the conjoyned Nayies of Cyprus, and £gypt, 


led by Aſcanius in Perſon ; and ſoon after, 
[ perceived in the Flagg of the Admiral, a 
Venus aſcending out of the Waves 3 bat a 
Venus fairer than ſhe, which ſprung our of 
the Sea : For the lovely Image as perfectly 
reſembled the Princeſs Statira. as the nobleit 
Piece of Art could the nobleit Piece the 
Gods did ever Create. | 
Ah! How lenvied the high honour Aſca- 
nius had ailumed of Fighting for the Princeſs 
Statira under her Picture, and did a thou- 
ſand times repine, that by the Barbarous 
Maritim Laws,l could not change my Flaggs! 
And that the King of Cyprus, by obſerving 
thoſe of his Country, might bear ſuch glo- 
rious ones ! Had I not been contined to thoſe 
miſerable Tyes, I could have hoped, by imi- 
rating Aſcanius, to have rais'd the *'Valour of 
my Souldiers, by letting them ſee in Copy, 
what the Original was for which they Fought : 
My Flags diſplayed a Terre!trial Globe. 
a 1 thereby intimatiny his aſpiring 
the univerſal Monarchy ; ſo that bore 
the World, and Aſcanius bore mine : Yer 
"Twas no ſmall conſolation to me, that though 
[ 


_ 
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 Tearried not her Image in fo confpicuous a 
Place, as my Rival did; yer I carried ir, 
where 1t was more Lively drawn, and where I 
could nor out-live the Los of it. 
Whilſt I was thus entertaining my Self, 
the Cyprian and Egyptian Fleets calt Anchor, 
at which I knew not whether I was more 
pleas'd,or coded : This,thar their Admiral 
did thereby confeſs he ſtood in need of my 
help ; Thar, becauſe ſome precious time was 
loſt, in ating for Statira's deliverance. But 
the various Thoughts I was 1n, hinder'd me 
not, from paying to the Cyprian King, the 
Duty I owed his Title. Wherefore I went 
forthwith Aboard him, where I was enter- 
tained with all imaginable Civility, and 
Honour ; and with no ſmall expreſſions of 
' his Trouble, that the Cilician and Phenician 
Helps were not yet Arrived ; which, he ſaid, 
| heefteemed adviſable ro ſtay ſome Days for, 
that they might loſe no accetſional Force in 
ſo Ambition'd a Vidory. I affur'd him, thac 
it was more deſirable, with the Force we had, 
tro proceed in fo glorious a Quarrel, than to 
permit the Impriſonment of the Princels fo 


long time, as muſt be ſpent 1n the expettancy 
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of their Arrival ; that the Juſtice of the 
Quarrel, and the Perſon for whom 'twas un- 
dertaken, were afſurances of Succels, in the 
Reſulr of ir; and.if we thought a good 
Cauſe was favour'd by the Gods, we could 
not but believe thereby, we were ſupplied 
with more Strength, than even the defired 
Addition could produce : And therefore, I 
ofter'd, with the Naval Force I had, to com- 
poſe the left Wing ; that, to ſtay for thoſe 
Fleets we expected, would convince the 
Enemy, and our own Souldicrs, that we 
thought we needed them ; and if they came 
not, as "twas as probable they would nor 
come at all, as thar rhey ſhould not come by 
the Day prefixed by Mithridates, and pro- 
miſed by themſelves, we mult then, either 
wholly decline the Action, or actempr it, with 
the evidences of our own doubt of Succeſs ; 
nay, poflibly, by a continuance where we 
were, invite Nicomedes, and Ariobarzanes, to 
ſeck us out, when allo, by our continuance 
where we were, we acknowledzed we appre- 

hended their Encounter. 
Theſe Reaſons, and that Offer of mine, 
made the Cyprian King' calt oft all Thoughts 
of 
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of delaying the Battel, or ar leaſt of preſent- 
ing the Enemy with 1t; Poſſibly their own 
Weight , poſſibly that none might appear 
more forward than himſelf in that Afton, 
in which he was to receive the greateſt and 
higheſt rewards, made him refolve-and de- 
clare, that the next Morning. he' would ſer 
Sail for the Iſland of Scyros : and there find 
theend of his Hopes, or of his Life. And 
to evidence his Apprehenfions ſprung from 
his fears, that my Wing needed aſfiſtance, 
not his, he offer'd me ſome.cighteen Galleys 
to Fortifie it : But having paid him my 
Acknowledgments for that offer, I declined 
it, Thereby to convince him, his Fleet, and 
mine, That I thought I needed no ſuch Ac- 
cellion. 

After we had reſolved on all things for 
the Deciſion .of the Battel, in which he choſe 
the right Wing , and affigned me the left, 
He ſhew'd me ſeveral rare Inventions of his 
own Subje&s, and of the Egyptians ; both 
which had then the opinion of the beſt, and 
moſt experienced Sea-men in the whole 
World, as well for Navigation, as Fight. 
One of which I cannot omit particularizing, 

Y- | which 
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which was, that the Egyptians, in moſt of their 
Galleys, had divers great Earthen pots, full 
of ſmall holes; in which Pots they had in- 
clofed great Serpents, which, by the Holes, 
received Air and Suſtenance enough to pre- 
ſerve them. Theſe were to be flung into ſuch 


Galleys as they grappled with. The fall of 


the Earthen pots on the Decks of the Ene- 
mies Veſſels, would infallibly break them : 
And then the hungry Serpents being ar li- 
berty , would wind themſelves about the 
Limbs of the next they could ſeize on : and: 
thereby not onely hinder them from Fight- 
ing, but in a ſhort while put an end to their 
Eves. 

This admirable, 'and cruel Invention, Þ 
commended, onely becauſe *"twas to be im- 
ployed againſt the Derainers of my Princeſs ? 
though 1n it ſelf, I did not like it, efteeming 
it a Savage cruelty, to employ venemous 
Beaſts to deſtroy.the Lives of Valiant men. 
Soon after I had ſeen ſome other like Inven- 
tions, 1 retired to my own Fleet ; and, ac- 
cording to the reſolution taken aboard 4/- 
eanius, made all things ready to weigh An- 
chor with the Morning's light: which accord- 


ingly 


& ' 
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ingly we did, (I having firſt left Orders for 
the Cilician , and Phenician Fleets to follow 
me) And with Oars and Sails we ſteer'd our 
courſe to the Iſland of Scyros ; where, to my 
unſpeakable Joy, the Day following , by that 
time the Sun was two hours high, we diſ- 
cover'd the two Kings Fleets, embattelling 
within the eafje proſpe& of the Caſtle : and 
as ready to accept of the Fight, as we were 
ro preſent it them. I ſoon perceived the 
Bythinian Flags compoſed the right Wing, 
which I was to Fight againſt ; and the Cappa- 
 docian the left Wing, which Aſcanizs was to 
oppole. | 

Elevated with the Glory of what I fought 
for, and before whom I fought ; and i: 
at nothing more than at the plorious Flags 
-Which the King of Cyprus carried, I began 
the Batrel : which I might truly fay, was re- 
plenithed with more various accidents, than 
ever any which was fought before. And 
chough the Princeſs had the trouble to ſee 
her Deliverance was a long time in the Ba[- 
lance ; yet at laſt, ſhe had the ſatisfaction to 
ſee the Pontick, and Bythinian Admiral in- 


aged ſingly : and, Doug Nicomedes did all 
2 that 
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that became a King, and a General, yet being 
himſelf ſunk under the weight of his per- 
fonal Wounds, I entred his Galley, and took 
him my Priſoner ; though whenl did ir, he 
was by the lofs of Blood, uncapable to ſee 
my Succeſs, or deplore the want of his own. 

As ſoon as ever that Admiral Galley was 
congquer'd, all the reſt of his Fleet confu- 
ſedly fled ro the Shore ; in which Chace, we 
ſunk many, and took more : and proſecuted 
our Victory as far as the water would give 
us leave. 

Bur the Succeſs could not be more glo- 
rious on our left Wing, than it was deplo- 
rable in the right ; for, on. my Return to ſee, 
whether our Friends needed our affiſtance, 
I found the Cyprian, and DO Fleets, is 
rotally vanquiſhr, as the Mithridatick had 
the Bythinian : nay, 1 ſaw a Cappadocian Gal- 
ley, carrying That glorious Flagg -at her 
Stern, which a little before had adorned the 
main Top of the Cyprian Admiral. The 
fury I was in at that ſight, carried my Galley 
with wings to ſo dcfired a recompenfe and 
revenge ; and the Enemy, as proud of their 
Prize, AS 1 was inraged to ſee it theirs, dif- 

| puted 
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puted their purchaſe, with at leaſt as mnch 
reſolution , as that with which they had ac- 
quired it. The Fight was ſuch , that even 
the winning of this Galley , coſt me not leſs 
blood, and time, than WNicomedes's ; But 2t 
length ſhe yielded , and preſented me with 
an 'Effpies , than which, nothing to me'could 
be more acceptable, unleſs the glorious Ori- 
ginal. To recover that noble Trophy, was 
an honour. which:needed not to ſer it off” the 
Foylof my Rivals having loſt ic.” + 4 

In brief, that 'large Scene in! which the 
Battel had been Fought, was-clear'd of all 
our Enemies, but-five Galleys. 'For' Aric- 
barzanes ſatisfied with his having done thac 
to our righr Wing, which Thad done to his ; 
and having been diſorder'd in that Succeſs, 
too much, to attempt the- changing of mine : 
or elſe apprehending a Forreſt of -Veſfels, 
' which then began to appear, (and; which af- 


terwards I found were my Phenician and 


Cilician Fleets) retired | to ''the Iſland of 
Sqyros, and left thoſe'five Galleys I had men- 
tioned, engaged againſt one ſingle Egyptian 


Galley. Which, though it defended it ſelf 


with much Reſolution ; yet I ſay at laſt thoſe 


ir 
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in it, did not more delerve than need m 
afliſtance : 1 cherefore haſtened co attord it 
them. A young Gentleman of that Nation, 
and- of the colour. of thoſe Inhabicants, in 
{iplendid Arms, fo animated his, both by 
words, and by example, that in his Valour 
onely, the hopes and life of their party con- 
ſiſted. The Enemy oblerving my Approach, 
ofter'd him all honourable Quarter ; and 
though he was Courted by many cv1littes to 
accept it, yet he declined 1t, in words which 


teſtified his reſolution, as much as his de- 


fence had done. And by that time I had 
joyned his Galley, I heard the end of the 
young ZEgyptians reply, which he tinifhe in 
theſe words; That it was an unavoidable 
Fate tor every man once to Dye: but he did 
not think it was the like, for gallant Men once 
to yield. This generous Anſwer, in my 
judgment, made him, and his, the more wor- 
thy of my aſſiſtance ; which I preſented him 
with ſuch Succeſs, that he was foon in a con- 
dition to afford his Enemies thoſe Civilities, 
which he had fo lately refuſed to receive from 

them. 
By that time I came into his Galley, to 
CON- 
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congratulate his Succeſs, and give his Valour 
'thoſe Ellogies it merited, I'found him wel- 
tring in abundance of Blood, which he had. 
drawn from others, and loſt himſelf. The ta- 
king oft of his Helmet to give him Air, 
diſcover'd a Face as remarkable for the 
noble features of it, as any I ever ſaw; and 
which, though black, and in the Arms of 
Death, retained Charms enaugh to make me 
admire it, I gave all my Chyrurgeons cx- 
preſs, and repeated Qrders,concerning him ; 
and though I ſtrictly examined all his Soul- 
diers who he was: yet none of them would 
or could ſatisfie my Curioſity , proteſting 
they had never ſeen him before that Morn- 
ing, in. which, by the Egyptian Vice-Admiral, 
he was put to Command-that Galley, upon 
the Death of the late Captain of it.. Burt, 
continued Callimathus , . I doubt generous, 
Princes, my concernment for this eminent 
Stranger has too lang carried me away from: 
the diret. Sameaf my Relation ;. which: 
therefore , ( having begg'd your. pardons 
for ) I will re-affume, by- telling you, that. 
ſeveral of the Cyprian Commanders which. 
had fled under my Flaggs, to ayoid the Cap- 


padocian. 
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 PARTHENISSA. Book VI. 
padocian King's Navy, atlured me, that their 
own- Prince was fallen Dead on his Deck; 
ere Ariobarzanes had taken- him : and that 
his laſt words were. It more troubles me to 
lole my Flagg, than my Life. His laſt con- 
ſideration being ſo worthy of an Adorer of 
my Princeſs, made” me. Celebrate his Fall, 
with a grief as real as great ; and the ob- 
 horred Name of a prevailing Rival, hinder'd 
not my paying his Merits, the acknowledg- 
ments due to his Title, and Unhappineſs. T 
ofter'd all thoſe Cyprian Commanders, to im- 
ploy my whole Fleet, to recover his Body ; 
that thoſe which could not Conquer him 
whilſt alive, might not poſſeſs him when 
Dead : But they all aſſured me, he was paſt 
recovery, as well out of the Enemies hands, 
as out of the hands-of Death ; for they had 
leen the Cappadocian Admiral carry him un- 
der the Cattle in the Ifland of” Scyros, the Cy- 
prian Admiral's Galley ,- in which their dead 
King and General's Body was. 

This lofs- appearing paſt remedy, I went 
to inquire how the generous Nricomedes was : 
and how my Phyſician, and Chyrurgeon's

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I know not, faid the Princeſs, whether the 
Laws be not proportionateto the Element, 
on which, or for which, they are made, and 
therefore that being wild, thoſe may -be the 
like alfo, as beſt ſuted to it ; and being re- 
ceived as ſuch, Cuſtom may authorize what 
reaſon could not ; elfs if the poſſeflion of an 
Enemy alrers the property of what 1s poſſeſ- 
ſed, and that this rule went throughout in 
all caſes, ( as what 1s reaſon in one particu- 
Jar oughr to be the like in every other of a 
parallel natnre ) then priſoners of your ſide 
which are taken by an Enemy, if recovered

his. Juſtice, as:well as to his Civility ; I 
will onely. mind him , that there are; Slaves 
amongſt men, and made ſo by no.law,,, but.

merchandize is ; 'and though liberty tq him, 
that .looſes.it, .is above price ;z' yet he that 
takes:i1t from him values it. ta him that buyes.

ro thoſe that loſe them; ; yer all ſuch things are 
not ſubje&ed to that Law : for then the Ima, 
ges of our Gods, in which we reverence them-.

'Tis upon this ſcore that, 
I accept of this prefent ; had, it born any 
Image, but that of a Deity, I ſhould, have 
rejoyced at your poſlleſling of it. Burt fince 
it, carries the Effigies of a Goddeſs you have 
formerly adored, in reverence to what ſhe is 
in herſelf, and for what ſhe has been to you. 
Allow me to reſtore her to her Temple, from

from-me, the higheſt prizc of that day's

Whilſt we were making ready to Sail for 

| Nicomedia, whither the neceflity of Mithri- 
date's Aﬀairs did call meas well as the refto- 
ring the Princeſs ro her Father; 1 enter- 
tained with many embraces, Rebadates, Zom- 
ſones, and thoſe other Gentlemen, to whoſe 
Valour and Friendſhip I owed 'fo much : 
and having ordered the Cihcian, and Phe 
nician Fleets, their Stations, for blocking 
up the Ifland, and refidne of the Enemies 
Fleet, till with mine, I had tranſported the 
Prince's Ataphernes Army ; I aſtembled the 
chief Cyprian, and Egyptian Commanders, 

FS and defired to know of them, what inſtru- 

>; Mons they had in caſe of their King's death, 

, which 
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which now was happened ; and if they had 
none, what reſolutions they had eleted ; in 
which if any affiſtance of mine were neceſ- 
fary, I might pay it them. They told me 
their Inſtruttions were, in caſe that miſery 
ſhould befall them, which now had happen- 
ed, never to ſtir from Mithridates's Ser- 
vice, till the Princeſs Statira was at liber- 
ty ; and then to obey her Commands, whilſt 
his Succeſſor allowed them thac Honour. 
This made me accompany them to the Prin- 
ceſs, who was not little ſurpriſed ar this 
aſſurance ; but having declined that power 


Aſcanius had given her, and they proteſting 


a perfe&t obedience to it. She told them, 
w ha ſhe thought ſhe could no way better 
uſe that unexpeded Authority, which their 
dead King had given her, than imploying

jult, that even that bletiing, ſhould be your 
Tormentor. 


Ah Madam ! I replyed, judge then of my 
condition - 
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condition , when that which in it ſelf. 
given for a Preſervative againſt ſorrow, 
often a Cure of it, changes Its nature, and 
becomes the cauſe of that, whoſe effeds it 
ſhould remedy. Reaſon, replyed the Princeſs, 
1s ft1ll it felf and therefore ſtill a help; if ever 
it be other, *tis in the abuſe, not in the Nature 
of rt.

doubr ſomething of the fame nature might 
have been practiced towards the King. Which 
being her apprehenfions as well as mane, I

therefore, by a reſolute charge, we ſo dif. 
compoſed them, rhat they turned their 
Backs, and made preciptately to their Boats: 
into two. whereof ſome of them got. and 
ave 2p Launced out towards a Gally , 
which then we diſcovered riding ina Creek 
in the Promontory. The trouble we recet- 
ved by their then Eſcape, was raiſed to a 
height above my. deſcription ; when by one 
of our Priſoners we learned that in the lar- 
geſt of thoſe Boats they ſent away the King, 
and Prince much wounded,and all the Prin- 
ces priſoners.

I haſtily gor on wil 
Boord, told the fair Statira what we had 
done, and what we had failed of ; and pro- FN! 
miſing all the Slaves their Liberty if they = 4 
overtook the flying Gally , they ſo power- 
fully plied their Oars , that we immediately 
found we gained viſibly of them. The reſt 
of my fleet, which- were above twenty Fur- 
longs behind, ſeeing me alter my courſe, 
and not knowing the caule of it ; for though 
I faw the Gally I purſued, and my. Fleet ſaw 
mine, yet by the interpoſition of the Head- 
Land they ſaw not what I chaſed : And ha- 
ving poſitive Order to fail direly intothe 
Bay of Nicomedia, and none to the contra- 
ry, continued their Courſe thither ; ſo that 


by the time I was gotten within halt a league

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of the Enemy, they could diſcover no vel- 
{el was within two leagues of me; and there- 
fore ſcorning to fly from a fingle Gally, fa-

Over-joyed with this unlooked-for Gal- 
lantry, | went in to the Princeffes Cabbin ;

upon your Sword. The Gods, I replied, 
who have deſtined it to ſo high a glory, 

will 
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will I queſtion not, give it a proportionate 
Succeſs ; and have onely permitted the Roy- 
al Houſe of Pontus to receive ſome of their 
frowns, that it may be the more ſenſible of 
their ſmiles. They had rais'd 1t ſo high , 
that 1t being uncapable of acceſſions, they 
have ſubjetted it to changes, and then 
co reſtaurations ; that in thoſe viciſſitudes , 
the impoſiibilities of additions might le 
repaired, Your Virtues, Madam, are 
a ſecurity to your whole Family; and 
fince I now fight to reſtore them, and 


to preſerve you, :to doubt fueceſs were to 


intitle me to a denial of it. The Princeſs at 
the end of what I had ſpoke, perceiving ſome 
blood trickle down from a wound I had re- 
ceived in my left Arm, had the-mercy to 
lamentitc, and the condeſcenfion to rake of 
a Ribband of her own, and to bind it up; 
which unvaluable Civility,, was no ſooner 
conferred, then Demetrius came to the Cabbin 


Door, to tell me the Enemy was at hand. 


I therefore haſtily took my leave, and was 
ſcarce got at the head of my Men, when our 
allies ſhoal'd one another with their Brazen 


Prows; and then as if it had, been by mu- 
| tual 
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tual conſent, grappled fo ſtrongly , that 


nothing but Victory was able to unlooſe 
them : never polhibly in fo lictle room, was 
performed fo great things ; our numbers 
{cemed equal, and our reſolutions the ſame, 


which were to Conquer or to Dye, Twice 


they got into my Gally, and once oftner [ 
g0r into theirs, which in the End proved 


faral to them; for perceiving with how 


much dittculry we had purchaſt that ad- 
vantage, we as reſolutely kept it: and, fo 
many of mine got in after me, that the Com- 
mander of our . Enemies called Enaftes, who 
was a Lord of Pontus, who was in higheſt 
eſteem with Nicomedes, and his Vice-Admi- 
ral, percelving fince they could not keep us 
out, it would be difficult, if poſlible, to keep 
us from vanquiſhing them, now we were got 
in, with a lowd Voice called me twice by 
my name; and told me, Callimachus, There 
is already too much blood ſpilt on either 
fide : but fince that precious loſs 1s not to 
be repaired, Let us prevent the increaſe of 


it, and Let thou, and 1, decide the Quarrel. 


l was not a little pleaſed ar this motion , 


which gave me an opportunity fingly co do 
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a ſervice to my Princels and all her Family 
which otherwiſe had been divided among't 


ſo many. that my ſhare of it, had been incon. * 
fiderable. I therefore told him, the advantage 


which my Friends have over thine, is alrea- 


dy fo viſible, That in this Combate they have 
acquired as much Honour, as itis capable 


to preſent them. A farther progreſs may in- 
creaſe the number ofthe Dead, not the vi- 
ſibility of their ſuccels ; and chough thou 
eſteemeſt it no unhopeful expedient, in the 


' ruinous Condition to which thou art reduy- 


ced, to bring the decifion now to an equal 
number . which the Valour of my Friends, 
have reduced to an unequal one : Yet to 
let thee ſee, the juſtice-of my Quarrel needs 
no advantage to end 1t,] accept of thy deſire. 
_ Both parties at what we had ſaid, ſuſpen- 
ded fighting ; and mine having gotten the 
Prow of his Gally , and his defending the 
refidue - of it, we had cloſe by the main Maſt 
a Stage for our Duel, in which Enaftes 
was as Unfortunate as Valiant: and after 
no inconfiderable refiſtance he fell dead un- 
der my Sword, oppreſled 'with Wounds. I 
was ſorry at his Death, for che obligation 
he had laid on me, by inviting me-to 
rhe 
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one Gally , all his Souldiers when he was 
vanquiſh'd, in the fury of that Joſs renewed 
the Fight with much obſtinacy ; and one of 
them ſeeing all was loſt, reſolved tro accom- 


pany his own death with an AGtion which 


might take from us all cauſe of rejoycing at 
it - forrunning haſtily tothe Stern-Cabbijn, 
where the Queen, the two Princetles Ata- 


phernes and Mithridates were kept Priſoners, . 
he opened the door.and 1n a furious Voice he. 


cried out ,, King of Pontus, I muſt now be re- 
venged on thee, for having ſo long uſurped 
the Throne of the King of Bithynia ; 'and 
Thine, and thy Sons Blood, muſt anſwer for 
the Blood of ſo many of my Friends, as thine 
have ſpilt, and which bur in this way 1 can- 
not revenge.. This threatning was not more 
Cruel, than Friendly to thoſe againft whom 
it was made ; for the warning it gave them, 
not only raiſed them from their Beds - on 
which they were laid, tor the eaſe of their 
Wounds: but alſo gave Menima, the Princeſs 
Niſa, and the Princeſs Cleopatra, leiſure ro 
put themſelves before the King and the 
Prince; and by their threcks to call for aſ-

PARTHENISSA, 
fifftance, which admitted no delay. The 


Gallies being grappled, the ſides of each of 


them rouched one another : and thercfore 

choſe Cries reached ' the fair Statira : who 
abandoning her Cabbin, came uyon the 
Deck, and told me, Alas Callimachas, 
whilſt you difpute my Father's, and Brother's 
Liberty , they are looſing their Lives. This 
advertiſement made me fly to the Cabbin, 
and fo timely , rhat the Monlter in it ha- 
ving flung down all thoſe weak impediments 
which had oppoſed him, had his Sword 
bloody with one wound he: had given the 
Kins, and with another he had made 1n 
Ataphernes's ſhoulder ; who being unable to- 
ſtand to defend Mithridates, had generouſly 
caſt himſelf on his knees before him : and 
with ſome of his Bed-Cloaths wrapped about 
his Arm, endeavoured. in that poſture and' 
with charpiciful defence, to fave his Father's 


Life with the loſs of his own. The horrid. 


cruelty of chis Bithynian, and the admirable 
piety of this great Prince, gave ſuch wings: 
to my revenge, that they ſaw that Monſter 
kill'd, before they ſaw him who did 1t ; But 


1s ſoon 2s I had lifted up: the fight of my 
Dd 2 Helmet, 
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Helmet; and that thereby they diſcovered 
who had paid them fo ſeafonable a ſervice, - 
| ſaw In Ataphernes's Countenance a Joy as 
creat , thar I had ſaved his Father, and him. 
as that they were ſo unexpettedly faved. 
Mithridates  toQ, though much wounded , 
rook me 1n his Arms ;- and in Elogies .and 
Embraces teſtihed his Joy, and;his. Kind- 
neſs. The Queen in the raptures of this 
unlooked-for Safety, gave me Eminent 
marks of her fatisfa&tion, and triendſhip; 
And, though poſlibly they might havebeen. 
mixed with fome other Ingredient : yet all 
was attributed merely. to the Tranſports 
of their, then Condition, compared with 
what. ſo lately it had been... In themidlt of 
this Noble entertainment, the Princely 
Statira came 1nto the Cabbin. The fight of 
her, fill'd all that were in it with new won- 
der; for the King having in the cool of the 
Morning left Nicomedia ,; the Gally I had 
ſent ro advertiſe him of our Vidory, 
was not then arrived : which .had hin- 
dered him from receiving an Account of 
it. Mithridatia therefore told him of our

Mithriates having done ſpeaking , to obey 
Im, I only bowed my felt co his feet, as an 
evincement both of my Joy, and Obedience. 
The generous Ataphernes diligently obſerved 

my Looks, and his fair Siſters Bluſhes ; and. 
had the goodneſs to whiſper me theſe ravith- 
ing words: Your Eyes. Callimachus, have 
[poke your Requeſt ; and Statira's readi- 
nels feems to beno Irreconcileable Enemy 
0 It; Leave the Management of your happi- 
ncfs to my care. I whiſpered to him this an- 
twer, 'Tis the Company, Great Prince, and 

not the want of reſentment, that hinders me. 
trom proftrating my ſelf at your feet, as 
ſome {igne of my acknowledgments. My For- 
cine cannot be but glorious, fince you have 
undertaken the care of it; And what 1 deſpai- 
red ofon my own Accounts, I will preſume 
of upon yours. 1will not generous Princeſs, 
continued Callimachus , particularize all the 
Diſcourſes which then entertained the com- 

pany; Qaly I obſerved the Princes Statira ' 
who in leſs ſervices had honoured me, with 
her taking norice of them, did not fo much

To 
remove therefore from the obſervation of 0- 
thers, thoſe diforders which ſuch thoughts 
raiſed in me., I told the King, That all his 
Enemies having paid by their Deaths, the 
laſt Crime of their Lives, I came tro receive 
his commands for his return to Nicomed{ia ; 
and how the Enemies Gally:, and their dead 
Bodies ſhould be diſpoſed of : begging him 
to remove into mine, from the blood and 
noyſomnels of that, he then was in. He 
forthwith appointed all choſe dead Bodies 
tobe flung over-Boord, That they might as 
he ſaid, receive their Burial, where they 
had ated their Sin.and ſuffered their Paniſh- 
ment;and That if any one of them were alive, 
he ſhould be brought to him, who ſhould 
fave him the ſending of an Herauld to Ni- 
comedes, The Gaſly being di.igently ſearch- 
L E E 
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rr ed, one Souldier was found ; who having 
bloodied himſelf all over, lay amongſt the 
Dead toavoyd increafing their number : Bur 
when he found they were caſting his Compa- 
nions into the Sea, he diſcovered himielf, 
hoping the fury of the Execution was over. 
He was therefore brought to: Mithridates , 
who told him; I thought thy King would 
have endeavoured to recover Bithynia , only

Igive thee, he 
continued, thy life, and liberty, to carry 
Nicomedes if timeing hs and I 
ſhall appoint thee a Veſlel co tranſport thee 
to him. The trembling Priſoner , who ex- 
peted Death himſelf, was fo confounded 
with the aſſurance of life, and-liberty; and

than Puniſhments, To. which I anſwered ; 
Confider alſo, 1 beſeech you Sir , that when 
that Monſter was about to kill you, you 
were nor likely to be his King's Priſoner,nor 
he himſelt ever co fce his King ; and here- 
fore neither to receive Rewards or Punith- 
ments from him. Even that, faid Mithrida- 
tes,evidences the Truth of my belief; for 'tis 
not. probgble,-that a Subje& which endures 
Baniſhment for the Love and Duty he owes 
his Priace, and daily in his Service. ven- 
tures his Lite, would make the laſt Action 
of it .2 violation of his Commands, If he 
thought you ſhould not be Viftoriqus, how. 

_ _ durſt he have. rob'd his King of ſuch a Pri- 
foner as I was; Nay, and believing what, 
you believe, . againſt his Kings Orders ; 
And if he thought you would be Vidortous, 
how durſt he contrary alſo to thoſe ſuppoſed 


Orders. have taken away a Life which he 
could 
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could not but know you would revenze by 
the loſs of his, and all his parties. No, 
no, Callimachus, he was confined to what he 
did by Nicomedes: and nothing but Obedi- 
ence could have tied him to his attempts. 

Sir, I replied, even the unſeaſonableneſs of 
his attempts, evinces 1t rather an Action of 
deſpair, than obedience; no duty to reaſo- 
nable men being greater, than the Duty to 


reaſon. His was a fury, and pardon me if 
I. fay, 'tis not fit to judge by the Rules of 


Reaſon, of an irrational A&ton : Bur if the 


contrary were allowable, I might fay, he 
never began -his' villany ,; but when he was- 
certain never- to be accountable for it to his. 
King. And fince the deſigne denied him the

and that he was fo confident of their having

Ataphernes after what he had ſpoken to me, 
were to doubt he intended nor, whar he prof- 
ter d, and promiſed ; eſpecially roo, when 
what he mentioned was the only thing 1 
could defire, and his mentioning it freed 
me from the guilt of having ſolicited him 
co ſo unjuſt an Action: and left me no 
other Crime , but not having declined what 
E acknowledge my felf too-too unworthy 
of. After, having turned my affairs into 
all the poſtures my: Reaſon or Fancy ſug- 
eſted to me, I determined .it was beſt to 

wait the refulc of the Prince his under- 
taking; And if nothing could be ated by him 
before the hour limited by the Kinp for me 
to make my reſt in, then. by a. ſtrict fileace 
ro evidence my requeſt was of a Qua« 
lity+ not to be ſpoken: and thus by not 
ſpeking, manifeſt what only I could (peak

-. The ſucceeding day I paid my duty to 

Mithridates., who uſed me at a Rate, which 
might have aſſured me he would deny me 
nothing, but that alone which I feared te 
FI 2 - ask: 
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ask; And yet when 1 was going away; as 
if 1 had read my apprehenfions, to ſur- 
preſs them, he te!d me: Callimachus. you 
have now but a little time letc ro acquaint 
me wirh your defire , which again | prateſt 
betore all the Gods, I will grant whatever 
it be. Nothing could have been more wel- 
come than that repeated Oath, unleſs to 
have had- it reiterated. After I had made 
my requeſt, or rather after the Prince Ata- 
phernes had made it for: me, from the King's 
Appartment, I returned. co my. own; 
wherel learn'd, onima, and the fair Mi- 
thridatia , had ſent two of their Gentlemen 
to viſit me, and know how I did. All that 
afternoon Ataphernes was viſited by. Stati- 
7a and Cleopatra; for Roxana ſtirr'd . no 
more out of her Lodgings : and towards the 
Evening Monima came thither. I do not ac- 
quaint you with. the particulars of their 
diſcourſes ; for-as ſoon as 1 found they con- 
ſiſted chiefly of thoſe obligations they , all 
had to me, and of the Frights and Dangers 
they had been in, I gavemy elf wholly up 
to. contemplate my Princeſs: in whom ap- 
= ap a ſadneſs fo viſible, that fome of the 

Com- 
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Company took notice of 'it; and then of 
mine, as a confequence of it. Statira to 
take them oft trom that conſideration, det 
red me to g1ve tne Queen ſome news of the 
Xgyptian Gentleman ; to whom I] gave in $395: | 
brief an account of his Gallantry in the _ a | 
Battle : and how fainting in his being remv- pf, 
ved tomy Gally, in the abſence of his own 
ſervant, Zomſones having caſt Water in his 
Face, and ruÞ'd his Temples and his Nou- 
ſtrils with Vinegar, the ſeeming blacknefs of 
his Skin had vaniſhed ; and he diſcovered ies, 
a mean, that even 1n the palenefs of Deat! = 
appeared lovely, and therefore could nor | 
be but charming in a perfect Health, And 

though I had done what Civilly 1 might; 

to learn from his Servant, his Qualicy, and ek Y 
the Reaſon of diſyuiſement; yet could I nor 
make any diſcovery of either , he having 
been tied toa ſtrict ſecrecie: Bur he gave 
me hopes, as foon as his Maſter was in a 
condition to do it, I might be ſatisfied in 
choſe defires from himſelf, All that generous 
Company after this ſhort Relation , did ex- 
preſs noſmall Concernment to know.who this 


ſtranger was ; which made me promiſe them, 
That 
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Tlar the next day(which my Chirurgeons had 


ailured me, would he the flooneſt that he 
could be able wichour danger to diſcourſe ) 
would endeavour to learn of him, that 
fich eVcry ONE of them fecmed fo intently 
wulous to know, I was not long after called 
away from Atapbernes by Craterus, to whom 
rhe "Kin had left the care of drawing co the 
Scu-ſide, fo much of the Prince's Army, 
as was eſteemed convenient to be landed 
in the Ifland of Scyros to reduce 1t, and 
tuppreſs the King 1n it; Ataphernes's own 
wounds denying him che ftre nzth to under- 


- rake that EXPedItION. I found by the Gene- 


rous Craterus's diligence, that by the Even- 


ing of that day in which I was to make my 


requett, all would be 1n a readineſs to ſet to 
Sea, At my return to the Prince's Chamber, 
| found none in it with him, but the fair 
Statira; and they were taken up in what they 
Were diſcourſing of, That though I preſented 
my elf before them, yet neither of them 
took any notice of me : which made me re- 
tire into my own Chamber, imagining what 
was the occaſion of their entertainment, I 
had not been long there, bur the Egyptian 

Stranger 's 
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Stranger's Servant, came in to me from his 
Lord, to tell me, That being now 1n ſome 
degree recovered out of his fainting weak- 
neſs , he begg'd me to oblige him with my 
company tor a few Moments. I obeyed him, 
and was no ſooner come to his Bed-fide, 
Then he told me. I have learnt generous 
Callimachus trom Fhotinus, all that you have 
done for me; how That by your generoſity 
I live, and by your Civility Iam now in this 
Place ; I owe you fo much, That to acknow- 

ledge ro you my Obligations, and the ſenſe 
I have- of them, would have more endan- 
cered me, than the Chirurgeons tell me 1 
may endanger my ſelf, by ſo much, and ſo 
ſoon ſpeaking. Generous Stranger I replyed, 
the Vallour you manifeſted in that glorious 
Quarrel in which we bore Arms together , 
and thoſe fatal , yet noble Marks, you carry 
- about you. of haying ſo prodigally acted in 
it , confined me to thoſe ſervices, which arc 
ſo much my debt to you, That they merit 
not your acknowledgments to me; Efpeci- 
ally ſuch, as while you give them, you pre- 
judice the giver of them. I conjure you 


therefore , not to hazard a Life by an excels 
ot-. 
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oi Civility, which by what ] have already 
iecn of 1t, 1s too precious to let it be endan- 
pc:ed on any Account; elpecially on mine. 
Thoush 1 know tew things, the other replyed, 
which F more ambition, than ro allure you of 
my acknowledgments, un!eſs 1t be the aCting 
of them; yer I ſhould nor, to have roid you ſo 
much, been guilty of the conizdence of in- 
viting you to this place to have done it: 
Bur thar Phorinus having toid me how defi- 
rous you were to know who | am, I have 
begg'd the honour of your Company, only 
to pay you that Obedience which his duty 
ro me hindered him from; and thereby to 
convince you, by ſatisfying you in what 1s 
within my power, I would do it 1n all things, 
were my ability proportionate to my reſent- 
ments, 

[ thall, he continued, ( having firſt made 
me fit down by his Bed fide in a Chair which 
Photinus brought me ) truſt you with a ſe- 
cret, Which is ſuch to all the World;, bur 
to theſe in this Chamber ; and which I will 
10t beg you may be continued ſuch, becauſe 
you will find how requifite it is : and That

that Education could confer, 'TiSmy own 
fault if I received it not : "and finding, my 
Proficiency in what was taught me, was as 
much his contentment as mine, It doubled 
my Inclination, and my Endeayours : bur a: 
ſoon as I was capable toendure Travelling, 
[ had a longing to form my lelf by the choyce 
of my own Judgment , having hrſt ſeen,and 
experimented whatever was molt confider- 
able in Aſa, Greece, and Ttaly. This intention 
I communicated to my Father, bur his fond- 
neſs of me, made me receive a denial. 
clouding what diſguſted him , with an affu- 
rance that it would diſguſt all egypt ; who 
having no Prince but1 to ſucceed, he woutd 
not expoſe me to the hazard of Travelling 
in remote Countreys.

{hip I was fo bound ; and though I paid him 


an actual obſervance, yet ] could not hide 
my forrow for his denial : the viſibility 
thereof, though 1t could not produce what 
only. could end 1t, yer it made Ptolomy ſeek 
out all thoſe divertiſemencs for me, which 
he Ce might mitigate 1C. Altxandria was 
therefore fill'd with all things which might 
invite me to eſteem 1t, a more agreeable reſi- 
dence, than any elſe I could elect ; amongſt 
other things, the greateſt Gallery 1 in the Pa- 
lace -was turniſhed on one fide, with rhe 
Pictures and Stories of all the great Men, 
and Women of our Family, from Lagus 
ro my Father: and on the other fide,with the 
Pictures of all the confiderableſt perſons of 
either Sex, in thar Age in which we live- 
And becauſe Prolomy found, that in this 
Room.and Furniture I rook molt fatisfattion, 
he built another Iallery, which he intended 
ro imbelliſh with the like Ornaments ; and 
therefore imployed skilful Painters into the 
molt eminent. parts of. the World, to A& 
and Deſign :. who. performed ſo well what 
they were imployed about, that when thoſe 
{ent into Ajta were recurned, they boaſted 

the 
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the Furniture of the new Gallery would 
much tranſcend that of tie old: Bur above v1 
the reſt, The Arcſt which had been at Fe. 
raclea publickly avowed, that the piece he 

had drawn of the net Statira, had no- 
ching comparable to 1t but the Original. ſt 
happened at the fame time, the Prince Af- 
canius was then in his Travels. viſicing 
Ptolomy's Court; tor his Father had per- 
mitted that to him; which mine had denied 


me. He expreſt a curioſity of ſecing what 


was ſo much commended, I waited on him 
co ſatishe It; and having confidered with 
much intentneſs all thoſe pieces which a- 
dorned one fide of the Room + at the laſt 
the picture he was41o impatient to look upon, 
was ſhowed him. 1 never ſaw any ſurprize 
like unto his, even at the very hrit fight of 
tr; and after he had a while contemplated 
tt 1n ſilence, he brake it oft ,, ro-ask him that 
drew it, Whether Statira owed nothing to 
his Pencil? Yes, Sir, the Painter repli- 
ed, She owes a Pardon for it, for having 
done lo little , where I ſhould have done fo 
much; for | could never get any opportunity 
ro draw it , but when the Princeſs was - at 
Oe 9 her 
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her Devotions : and then too, but by ſtealths, -_ 
and in impertei lights. 1 mult acknowledg, 
te continucd, that till I faw her, I believed 
[| could produce a greater Beauty than Na- 
ture; for by my $kill I couid make a Col- 
lection of all the exacteit parts of every 
Woman, and draw them in one :40 that Na- 
rage, Whole productions are ſubjected ro a 
Thouſand caſualties ; and who' cannot re- 
pair the leait; if it happen, which 18an 
intcliciry the Pencil 1s not contined unto, 
I did eſteem my belief was rational : Bur 
when 1 faw the Princels Statira, and began 
to draw her, 1 found experimentally ſthe had 
an Air, a Vivacity, and ſuch a Harmony, 
ipringing from the re{ult of all her Motions, 
and Graces, that I owned my felt a Convert, 
and muit own her above the faint repreſen- 
cations of Art, And therefore I have en- 
deavoured by my words, to draw her bet- 
ter than I have done by my Pencil. 
All the while: chis Artiſt was thus ſpeak-

me. Seven Dayes he continued at this rate 

and the eighth a Cyprian Lord Lroughe hit by 
| the-news of his Father's Death, who dycd 
_ of an Apoplexy; And the deſires of all his 
Subjects by his preſenccto repair that lofs; 
and fill the Throne. This ſad, and haity 
Summons, . accelerated his return to his 
Kingdom; from whence he ſent Ambaſſadors 
to obtain Mithridates's permiſſion, of making 
his addrefles ro that admirable Princets. 


His going thither after he had obtained rhar- 
leave he fo paſhonately ambirioned , his: 


loofing his Brother in a Naval Battle againſt 
the King of Bithynia and on the day of his 


intended Nuptials, loofing another within 
the proſpett of NVicomedia,and his liberty alſo, 


The Princeſs being carried away by theTrea- 


chery of ſome of the Inhabitants , and his: 
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Exchange for the King of Cappadocia , are 
better known to you than to me. [ have 
tacrefore only to add, That he being inga- 
ged by three the mot powerful! Motives to 
repair his misfortune, Thoſe of Love, Glory, 
and Revenge , he left no means unattempted 
ro attemble a Fleet powerful enough to 
att his defires; and becauſe the Cilicians, 
and Phencans, were pre-engaged 1n the 
tervice of Mithridates , though in the ſame 
Warr: yet coveting as much to end the 
Warr by his own Forces, as to have It end- 
ed, he came himſelt ro Ptolcmy to defire his 
permitſion to form a Fleet of his Subjetts, 
which more through my per{waſions, than 
his own, he procured leave to do. The 
crowing greatneſs of the Romans, and the 
{Inrverlal Government of the World which 
they alpired unto, making it the Intereſt of | 
all Princes to oppole them, had not reſolved 

ro luvmit unto them, TI had coo a particular 
Intereſt of my own which ingaged me to 
ioyn my requelt to A/canius; for I defired 
r0 Command this Fleet in this Aftion : But 
the Firit Motion I made of ic to Pto/omy, 1 

found the 1mpotlibility of it's ſucceſs; incend-

ing therefore to do that by ſteaſth, which T 
perceived was not otherwiſe to be ated, I 
ſeemed not much concerned in the refuſal, to 
take from my Father the Jealoufie of my in-

it but Photinus , no not the Admirall leſt 
his knowledg of 1t might have been penal 
to him in Ptolomy's reſentments , diſguifing

Vice-Admiral, who was a particular friend. 
to Photinus; and who in the firſt Fury of 


the Naval Battle being killed, I aſſumed his 
place: and had no other Honour , but a 
while to fight ſingle againſt ſome of the Ene- 
mies Gallies, and ro avoyd being made a Pri- 
ſoner by Part of a conquered Fleer, But I 
owe the avoyding of that unhappineſs to 
your Civility and Courage, whichlI can in 
no way requite ,, but in owning it to all the 


World; and in aſſuring you, That what I. 


owe unto you., 1 will on all occaſtons imploy 
and hazard for you: and ſo in acquainting 
you, that my chief Motive to this voyage, 
 anddiſguiſe, proceeded from a patlion I had. 


altu-- 
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aJumed at the Noble and high Character 
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which A/canius, when laſt in Agypr, gave 
me of the Princels. 

At'this. very word, Continued Calli- 
ks the Prince of /g2ypt's: lenfes aban- 
don'd him; which made Photines, and 1, 
haſten to afford him all the help we could : 
but iinding ours was not proportioneble*to 
his neceſlty, we ea'led in the Phyſician 
and Chirurgeons , which were 1n the next 
Room ; who having done all that their Art 
ſuggeired ro them, defired us to withdraw, 
and to leave him to that filence, the breakin 
whereof had caſt him into that faintnels, 
Photinus,, and 1, obſerved a little before, 
char his words came more languithingly 
trom him, then when he began his Narrative; 
Bur both of us attributing 1t to the ſenſe he 
had of his being reduced to need my affilt- 
ance in that Battle, in which he had promiſed 
himſelf fo much clory, we did neither of us 
delire him to forbear proſecuting his Relati- 
on, till the ſwound he fell inco, put a period 
to it. Iwas not a little concerned to ask of 
Photinus one word more, than his Prince 


-had ſpoke; But he proteſted to me, that was 


as 
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as great a ſecret to him, as it was to me. He 
only knew that as A/canins had fallen in love 
by the fight of a Picture,” his Prince had 
aſſumed the ſame Paſiion, by a Relation of the 
King of Cyprus ; but who the Obje& of his 
Paſhon was, he was a perfe(& ſtrariger unto. 
Photinus having accompanied me to my*Ap- 
partment, returned to pay his Duty to his 
Prince, and left me in no ſmall perplex1- -- 
ties ; which had he ſpoke one word more , 
might have been increaſed, or ſupprelt. 
I was not without my Fears, that the Prin- 
ceſs Statira's Beauty had ingaged himi'in this 
Voyage; for finee the Deſcription which had 
kindled his flame , had been made by A/ca- 
nins, was but too likely he would moſt ex- 
alt that Perfection , which in captivating 
him, had evinced it ſelf to be the greateſt, 
4s well in truth, as in his Eſtimation. Nei- 
ther could I believe, that the fear of ſpeak- 
ing the Truth to Auletes might have any 
operation on the King of Cyprus in raifing 
him ſo dangerous a Rival ; fince he had al- 
ready ingaged Mithridates, and ſecured his 
raptures toa degree above the apprehenſion 


of Danger, I was too the more confirmed 
Hh in 
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in that belief,by reaſon that Auletes kept him- 
{elf diſguiſed tro Afcanius as well as any o- 
ther : which ſure he had not had much cauſc 


. to do, if his Aimes had not been ſuch, as ne- 


*» 


ceflirated him ro ſuch a proceeding : for. it 
his Love was paid to any elſe, he might 
expett from the King of Cyprus's alliſtance, a 
powerful help ; which by his not diſcover- 
ing himſelfro him , he was certainly to fail 
of. This confideration lefr me abundant 
cauſe to believe, my apprehenfions were bur 
ro0 rational; and therefore in Auletes's Perſon 
and Quality I found cauſe to think Aſcanius 
had raiſed me as powerful a Rival as himſelf : 
and I remained only with this conſolation, 
That by Ataphernes's favour, I ſhould know 
my Fate,before the Prince AwJetes could be an 
obſtacle to the felicity of it. With theſe 


thoughts I went to wait upon my P1ince, 


who though I hads left in his Bed ; yetI found 
him in his Chamber. Some of thoſe Gentle- 
men that waited on him jn 1t, telling me he 
was gone to Mithridates's Appartment in no 
{mall pain , 1 fear'd I was the cauſe of this 
rroubie ; for the time of making my requeſt 
was to end the next day: and he had un-

Callimachus, you may 

conclude it was an important Aﬀair which 

made me ſend to my Son to come to me,con- s. 
fdering the indifpoſition he is under; and =] 


ro let you ſec I will have nothing 1n reſerve 
Hh 2 ; tor 
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tor you,.l will now communicate to -you , 
what 1 wk imparted to him: for owing al] 
that 1 have.to you, I wil conceal. nothing 
from you. There 1s at this hour in this 
Palace, three perſons diſguiſed, who have 
brought me ſtrange News; and preſented ro 
me Glorious offers: they are all three Ro- 
mans, The firſt 1s Martins Varins, Licutenant- 
General to. the Great Sertormms; the other 
:wwo are Lucius Mannins, and Lucius F annius, 
Senators of Rome, and Cabbinet-Counſel- 
lors to Sertorius. They allure me, the Gods 
by an immediate judgment of their own, have 
raken out of this World my only dreaded 
Enemy ,, Cornelius. Sylla; which has. filled 
nor only Rome,but even all the Roman Empire 
with ſuch high confuſions, as every one is 
now ftriving to dimini{h that entire greatneſs 
which ſo larely every one endeavoured to 
augment. SeriorHes has already appropri- 
ated to himſelf all the Kingdoms of Spain, 
and raiſed ſo powertal an*Army there, and 
of his other Confederares ; as even At that 
diſtance , the Capitol dozs tremble. He has 
got rozether lo many of the Senatorian, Or- 
der , that he hag already conit:ruted a Roman

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Senate In Spain; and diſowns any- Senate 
but. that : ſo that he has not alone the power, 
but the Authority of the Roman People. He

ÞOU have now dear Statira re- 
ceived a Command from Mzithri- 
dates to permit. Callimachus his 
Addretles, -and I have received 
-a Command from the King to 
ſee chat finiſhed which he has begun : though 
the diſtemper of my body needs ſleep, yer 
the ſatisfattion of mind does more need the 
placing of my Friend in a Condition above 
the Reverſe of Fortune. Iam uncapable 


of my Reſt, till you haveeſtabliſthed his, by 
K k 2 ſuch 
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fuch afſurances as may convince him you 
are not infencible of your duty to your Fa- 
cher, if your friendſhip ro your Brother,

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(crable, as he would make himlelf in his 
retpects for you. Ar thele words, Statira, 
at once caſt oft all choſe diſorders which had 
becn bur too vilible in her Looks, in her 
Words, and in her Actions, and with thar 
Empire, which .{ti]l I admired as much as 
| heard, caiting her eyes upon me, the ſaid, 
Challimachus , you are too cruel in making 
Ataphernes to preſs me beyond what I have 
already ſpoke, but ſince, An! Madam, I 
cried out, do not call that mry Crmme which 
is my Torment, It my Arguings, if my 
praying againlt my ſel{;produced ſuch guilty 
defircs 1n your Generous Brother; Be pleas'd 
to let me only endure the puniſhment there- 
of, but do not impure to me the fin; I would 
have dyed, I would have kill'd my ſelf, ro 
have exempred you from thoſe difficulties , 
y our. obedience to Mitbridates , and your 
ng tor Ataphernes have ingaged you 
'1n; when you denied me that juſt and only 
Ki. 7 | held. my peace, but then my 
filence pleaded againſt you, and for me; I 
then argued and prayed againſt my felf, but 
both choſe produced the like eile&t, whac 
therctore does remain but that now you per- 
mir 
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mit me to embrace that Remedie which 
hitherto your Commands, nay,your reiterat- 
cd Commands prohibited me ro Ac; I 
am as ready now to preſent your Vertues, 
your Beauty and your Quality that cure, as 
ever : nay,l am more ready ro do it now. than 
before, being more convinced now, than 
ever, that the neceſlity of - char performance 
1$NOW as great, as the Duty ,, but if your 
goodneſs decimes to. behotd 'What: I now 
mention , my reſpet thalf 'curry! me into- 
{ame remote Countrey, where on the point 
of your. Enemies Swords Lwilt receive that 
Fate my /crtmes and - your ſufferings. have 
made you. deny me, to receive- from mine 
own hand.- Ataphernes at the conclufion of 
theſe words, overwhelmed with the ſorrow 
they had invaded him with, funk down info 
his Bed, and'his ſpirns abandoning him, 
heremained pale and ſpeechleſs in his Siſters 
and my Arms, for we were both run to his 
Aſſiſtance. Whichproved fo effetual that 
ina few Moments heopened his Eyes again, 
and caſting them languithingly on his weep- 
ing Siſter, he rold her, Statira, you imploy 
your goodneſs where it'is not needed, and 
decline 
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decline it, where *tis. Bur all theſe evince- 
ments of your Love to me, untels you con- 
t-r yours on my Friend,, I ſhall receive as 
Manfeltations of your hate, for to love or 
to ſee Callimachus miſerable 1s more cruelty, 


than to let me -dy. Since, replied the fair 


Statira, you will have me ſpeak that, which 
poſlibly were- enough in me if I obeyed, I 
will force my ſelf ro an intire obſervance of 
your Commands. Then turning'himſelfe to 


me, ſhe ſpoke-theſe: charming-words; ' Calli- 


machus ; The duty I owe my Father , The 
Friendſhip I pay my Brother, The true 
Senſe, I have of thoſe eminent Obligati- 
ons you have loaded us with, and rhe 


-more Eminent Vertues the Gods have bleſt 


yau with, make me give you this Immutable 
Aſſurance ,, before them and him. - Yet Iwill 
be as obedient for you, as lately I ſhould 
have been againſt you: And if 1 have that 
Empire ever you, which you 1tll affured 
me I had, ſhew it in making no reply to 
what I have now promiſt you. The Gods 
( continued Callimachus, ſpeaking to his 
Generous hearers ) only knew the Raptures 
with which 1 celebrated ſuch a promiſe , and 

ſuch 
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fuch a Command , the firſt had made me (ti! 
defend my ſelf, 1f the laſt had not made 
that great duty a greater ſin ; Bur yet caſting 
my ſelf again at my Princeſs Her Feer, I 
could not cye my ſelf from ſaying, in un- 
fanciable Tranſports, The Gods, Madam, 
ſhall be my Wicneſles, that I never did any 
thing more with the ovedieece of a Subjett 
than 1n the accepting that Felicity which 
raiſes me infinitely abave the Condition of 
any King, nor had you any way, to perſwade 
me tothis happineſs bur making me receive 
It, as an .<fte of my obedience, and if ever 
I perform an AQion,. Nay, if ever I enter- 
tain a thought, bur what may be Conſonant 
ro this high Truth ; May my miſeries be 
as unexpreſtible, as my Joys, or which 1s 
more, as the Mercy which had placed me in 


them. 
Why ſhould I (:continued Challimachus) 
ſpeaking to Artabanus, and Artauaſdes , 

trouble you with particularizing thoſe tran- 
ſports which are ſo far trom being deſcrib- 
jak that they are not imaginable ; Ler it 
ſuffice you to know, Ataphernes at chat afſu- 
rance, recovered out of his fainting and 
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heard his fair Siſters words, with extaſies 
which nothing but Mine could tranſcend , 
and from that. houre the Princeſs Statira 
uſed me at a rate which evidenced, ſhe has 


| reſolved to AQt that Happineſs ſhe had then 


alſured me of; Mithridates alſo the next 
Morning viſited Ataphernes , and there 1n- 
quired of, and learned from him, the reſult 
of that bleſſed Nights diſcourſe at which 
he expreſt a ſatisfaQtion ſo ſublime, that I 
then was confident, my felicities were as far 
from being reverſt, as of admnting an ac- 

cellion. | 
The next day I attended-on :Autetes who 
then told me, what his'Fatal-mndifpoſition 
had interrupted, when 1 laſt waited on him ; 
He confeſt the Beauty which had conquered 
him was the Princeſs Cleopatra, and con. 
jured me neither to diſcloſe his patſhon , or 
his quality , till by ſome happy ſervices, he 
might find an opportunity to reveal hoth,and 
conjur'd me with all the preflings of a Ge. 
nerous Lover and Prince, totake all -occa- 
fions to prepare the fair Cleopatra to enter- 
tain his adorations when he ſhould find the 
Ambitioned feaſon of paying them to. her;

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This 1 faithfully affured him of, and as the volt 
hopefulleſt way to that end, 1 adviſed and _ 
prevailed with him, to permit me, te ac.

unto; far I know the lovely Chopatra guid-. 
ed all her Adions by their advices, and if 
they could be ingaged for him, 'his happi- 
ne[s would-be half perfeted.

_ inall thoſe knowledges I eſteemed my ſelf the 
more ingaped to ſerve him ; and did diſco. 
ver his Secret to the admirable Siſter and 
Brother, fomuch to his advantage, that all 
chings concurring in the Prince of Agypt :; 
which could make Cleopatra's Happinels; 

They aſſured me that to AG it ſhould be their 

endeavours and they hoped ſhould alſo be 
_ their ſucceſs, Auletes a few dayes after re- 

ceived a private viſit from Ataphernes and 

ſuch aſſurances both of his Eſteem of him 

and defires to oblige him in his addreſſes to 

his Siſter., that thoſe promiſes made him re- 

cover faſter,than all the Art of his Phyſicians, 1]

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and made him ever as much a Friend 
to the Brother , as he was a. Lover to the 
Sifter, | 

Whil'ſt I was thus contributing to the 
Happineſs of the Mgyptian Prince, the Glo- 
rious Day of my own advanced, and by that 
time the Army was raiſed, with which I was to 
Conquer Gatatia and Pamphilia : The Eve 
of it was come, but the nearer I came to my . 
Felicity,the greater inſpection I made into it. 
and conſequently I judged my ſelf the more 
unworthy of it; I paſt much-of the Evening 
which preceded that Memorable Day 1n the 
Fair Statira's appartment, where by Ata- 


| phernes Conjurations, and her unhmited 


goodneſs , I received ſuch new. evincements 
of her eſteem, thatI Knew not which was 
greater, my Joy that received them, or my 
Grief that I neither did nor could, ſo much 
as rationally hope ever to deſerve them , and 
though many admirable particularities were. 
contained in thoſe tew Moments, yer I will 
not retail them, reſerving the Honour of 
your attentions for thoſe Prodigious events 
which a tew hours after, were by the Gods 
deſtined to follow.

Princeſs Statira was that day to give me after: 
my ſubduing of Galatia, as a certain evi-- 
dence of my Conquering of it; And me 
thought no: obſtacles which could oppole. 


that - end but would be rather Foiles than: 
impedi- -

impediments to my Glory ; nay, the ſulpen- 
tion of my Joyes, till I prelented her with a 
Crown, did nor diminiſh them; for I thoughe 
it bur jutt 1 ſhould pay my debits befare 1 re 
ceived my Reward , and it any thing in that 
happy Morning clouded my.raptures, 'twas 
only that I was'defigned to do fo little, and 
roreceiveto.much. Had 1 been deltined ro 
preſent her , with the-Empire -of Rome, in« 
ſtead of thar of Ga/atia, I ſhould mare joy- 
fully have attempted that, than this, and 
the length of: the, trouble would have been.

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the humble acknowledgments I was capable 
of, and I believe he eafily ſaw 1 was troubled 
I could preſent him, with no more,But I beg'd 
him that the ſame Doodneſs which had valu- 
td me above my ſervices, would alſo accept 
of my deſires, as my petrformantes. -To cut 
off Tuch expreſſions ( as he told me ) he led 
me ſoon after-ro Mithridates Appartment .

the Fourth of that Number where the hap-

+ .Competition for ic with her. Her Beauty fo 
dazled all our Eyes, and fo blinded Mine, 
that I was aThouſand times ready to have vi- 
olated her laſt Commands, and again to have 
begg'd of her to make me rather the Miſe- 
rableſt, than the Happieſt of Men ; But the 
Generous Ataphernes , obſerving both in my 
ſilence and my looks the height,of my con- 
fufions., .aad apprehending their efteRs., told

waited on the Princeſs, Ataphernes led the 
Queen, on whole face only any ſadneſs was 
viſible which yet ſhe actributed to an indiſe.. 
poſition which had hindred her from Reft 
all the preceding Night ; The reſt of that 
Noble Company followed in order, till we 
came to the Holy Place ; where at the Altar 
ſtood. the Prieſt, who was to perform the 
requiſite Ceremonies. - 

Mithridates having caufed a deep filence 
to be obſerved ; In an Eloquent ſpeech de- 
clared the perfect affe&tion. he had for his 


Admirable Daughter , and then in Elogies 


was pleaſed to Magnifie thoſe low ſervices, ] 
had paid his Family and Crown, conclud- 
ing with theſe words; that fince my Adings 
had been the higheſt, he had proportioned

and Aſcanizs, which drew many out of the 
Temple tolearn their Cauſe, which immedi- 
ately after was made evident even in the 
Temple ic ſelf by Pharnaces and Aſcanias 
entring into it, The firſt runnine to ſalure 
Mithridates, and the laſt with the like hatt 
calting himſclf before the Princeſs Statira,and 
embraceing her knees in Raptures, nothing 
ia degrees could tranſcend , but her wonder 
and Mine at that Miracle : His weaknels or 
his joy , was ſo great that in that a&tion only 
for ſome time he evidenced his tranſports : 
But as ſoon as he copld break his filence, he. 
did it in theſe words. You ſee Madam at 
your Feet, hethat lately loſt his life in the 
Honour of your Service, and he that would 
not admit of aſecond lite, but to imploy and 
end. it.in the like Glorious Duty, My ſup- 
poſed Death in deſigning the Princes Stari- 
ra's Deliverance manifeſts, what I would 
have done to have Atted ic, and it was more 
painfull to me, than thoſe wounds which gave 
me. a ſeeming death , that what was my in- 
rention was not my performance. I knewta 
dye for you was fitter for me , than that Fe 
Nn2  licity 
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licity your Mercy had deſtined me-unto, | 
| ſubmitted to the firſt, as more juſt than the 
laſt, and being unworthy of the higheſt hap- 
oineſs , I repined nor, that I underwent the 
PR 3 higheſt Duty. But choſe powers which know 
FIN he is leaſt unworthy of you , which does 
jerks. moſt perfettly adore you, have raiſed me to: 
LY life , that by your Mercy and -condeſcention 
| the World and Aſcanius may know by the 
SLY Recompence of that Truth , how intirely 
bee 3h you believe the reality of -1t , my unfacceſs- 
tullncls, in your deliverance merited my 
teeming Death , and my unequal'd Flame 
merited that Reſurre&jon , without which 
your mercy in-crowning it, 'would have been:

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Diligence, and Secrefie, that in a few Hours 
he of his recovery, had wiped away 
Their tears for his imaginary Death ; Thar 
the betrer to cloud the tranſpotrs of that 

chang and the more ſucceſsfully ro enjoy 
the fruits of their endeavours and Dury., 
they cauſed the dead Body of a young Cypri- 
| an Lord to receive all the Ceremonies duc 
unto hts own, and- did uot communicate the 
Fallacy unto any; But thoſe who could nor 
but know 1t,, who yet they tied by Sacred 
Oaths to inviolable Secrefie even from the 
reſt of the Cyprians themſelves, whoſe tears 
and: ſorrows ſo well deluded che Sub jets and 
Servants of Nicomedes and Ariobarzanes that 
they never had the leaſt umbrage of the 
Truth , whereby when the thirty dayes of the 

uſual Funeral Rites were efflux'd; the two: 
Kings permitted a Cyprian'Gally to ranſ] port 
his ſuppoſed Embalmed Corps to Cyprus. 

As ſoonas the Funeral-Gally , had recover- 

ed the Cyprian: Fleer, he ſhewed himſelf unto 
them , their ſurprize was not greater , than 

his own , when he found-in the ſame Gally 

with him, the Prince Pharmnaces ; who had: 
uſo: recovered his liberty, by an unexpected 


| Accident 
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Accident ; For Euaſtes who was Yice- 
Admira lto- Nicomedes having loſt his life, 

attempting to carry away by ſurprize the 
Royal Family of Pontus; Many of. the Bythi- 
nian Nobility were ſolicitors ro ſucceed him 
in that high imployment and amongſt choſe 
Cleomax favorite to - Nicomedes , upon that 
{core, was molt earneſt, and had moſt hopes ; 
but his King as a reward of the high attempt 
of the Father, conferred that Oihce on Lix- 
ceſtes his Son who by many fignal Attions 
of Condudt and Courage, had a double title 
:0 that Command, ro which he added the 
molt powerful one of filence, ro Merit. 
Cleomax though ſenſibly wounded by his

Jailer-ſuppreſſes all Reſentments, by Words, 


ind reſolves to manifeſt chem by Actions ; 
ſothat ſoon afcer, having got an opportuni- 
ry of a private Conference with Pharnaces, 


ottered him to ſet him at Liberty and ro de-

The Prince of Pontus Joytully laid hold of 
this Overture, and Promiſes Cleomax rewards 
proportienate to his Service, ſo that when the 
Funeral Gally was to begin her voyage Cleo- 
max diſguiſes Pharnaces and himlelf and 

thruſting 
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thruſting themſelves' into the Croud of 
that ſfolemnity without interruption, got 
into the Gally and eſcaped. Whilſt Aſca- 
nius laid Callimachazs to his Generons hear - 
ers was thus telling the Princeſs Statira 
theſe admirabel Accidents, Pharnaces 
was relating them to Mithridates, and then 
preſented Cleomax to him, whom the Pontick 
King received with all Manner of acknow- 
ledgments, and on the Place ordered him re- 
wards , asgreat as his Infidelity, this being 
done, the Pontick King came tro Embrace A/- 
canins ,, to whom the Princeſs had not an- 
ſwered one word to all he had ſaid, fo great 
was her wonder and her trouble at once. 

The King of Cyprus; after his ackdowledg- 
ments were paid in the moſt paſſtonateWords 
and Actions, ſummoned Mithridates of his 
Promiſe, and implored, that as in the publick 
Temple he had been divorced from his bleſ- 
ſing, ſo-in the Domeſtick Temple he might 
be pofleſt of 1t. Iperceive Generous Prince, 
replied Mithridates, by this requeſt you are 
1gnorant of the occafion which has brought 
this Aﬀembly hither ; No Sir, Aſcanius an- 
fwered , Iheard ic fince my Landing , But

Had I known 
you were living, the Pontick King replied, 
interrupting him, I would in ſome other 
way have endeavoured to reward Calli- 
machus's innumerable Services ; but I doubt 
Statira's Engagementss and mine are too far 
paſt ro be recalled, fo that if I thould not 
keep my Engagements to the Generous A/ca- 
Tus, "1s not my Crime, but the Crime of 
his own Fate, Would tothe Gods, the King 
of Cyprus anfwered, I had really dyed, rather 
than live to hear theſe killing words ! What 
Sir, ſhall your promiſes be thus obſerved, 
and ſhall my ſervices and ſufferings be thus 
rewarded ? did you only raiſe my hopes to 
rhe moſt Glorious height, that ever any a- 
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rain'd unro, only with more cruelcy to pre- 
cipitate me and them ? ſhall your miſtake be 
more powerfull for my Ruine, than your 
knowledge for my pretervation ?* Oh Sir, 
give me not fo much cauſe to believe, rhat 
what you ſay proceeded from your Ino- 
trance , proceeded from your defign, 2 and let 
not that Princeſs Mithridatia,” be made a Sa- 
crifice to Gratitude, who 15a Blefling above 
all, that ſervices'can pretend unto ; do not 
give Callimachus more than you thould, and 
do not give me lefs, than you promifed. The 
Services of Callimachus ſaid Mithridates , 
deſerve my higheh acknowledgments; And 
in giving him Statira, you therefore ce 
how highly I valued Aſcanius fince to him, ] 
once had deſtined, what I thought a full 
recompence for preſerving and reſtoring my 
whole Family and my felt : If theſe intenti- 
ons have not had the ſucceſs, I meant them, 
poſhibly 1 It 15 not more your crouble, chan 1t 
is mine; Burmy intenrions and ſufferings 
faid Aſcanius have been greater, than his, in 
what depended of our ſelves-I have been as 
much his ſupertour, as in what depended on. 


Chance he has been mine, Do not therefore 
Oo reward 
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PARTHENTSS 4A, Book VI, 
reward Fo-tune more than you will reward 
Vertue; and let me not ſo much doubr 
your Tuſtice, as experimentally to feel, you 
glve more ro my fſollicitations, than to my 
ſervices; fince only ro Crown the Firit you 
defign'd for me the Princeſs Mirhridatia, and 
ro recompence the laſt you condemn me toa 
loſs, as much tranſcending Death , as his 
Condition who ſhall poſſeſs the Princeſs , 
will tranſcend the condition of all others. 
While I did nothing, you gave me all I could 
wiſh, and when I have done, all I could, you 
deny me, what .you promult ; Callimachus's 
Services have the higheſt Favour, but mine 
are denied the loweſt Juſtice. Excuſe me 
Sir , if what you ſpoke as a doubt, I re- 
ſent as a certainty , I know you are too juſt 
and too Generous to violate your folemne 
:ngagements , and that I need no other Ar- 
gument to incline you to obſerve them, but 
to remember you of them , 1 will therefore 
no longer plead them, but only lay before 
you, what is your debt to the Prinbels 
who ought ( if beſtowed on any ) to be 
given to him who by the higheſt Flame has 
the leaft unworthy citle to her, ſhe merits 
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mare,than to fit in the Thrane of the Univerſe. 
and therefore though to fit in that of Cyprus 
be below her, yet 'tis much more betow her 
ta be given to one, who 1s fo far from having 
a Throne to invite her to, that he has not 16 
much as a certain refidence to preſent her : 
whoſe Birth 1s not known to you and poſlibly 
to himſelf, or if he be not ignorant of it, 
yet his not diſcovering of it, may juſtly 
invite you to believe the lownels af it, 1s the 

cauſe why he conceales 1t, for 'tis better to 

doubt that evil, than tobe certain of it, where: 

by your admirable Daughter will be made a 

Sacrifice to your Ignorance, inſtead of your 

Gratitude, and perhaps after her Condition 

is irrevocable, you may find: that ſhe who me- 

rits the whole Warld may be caſt away upon 

one wha is of the loweſt degree.

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King, and the whole Aſſembly turned their 
Eyes upon me, and thereby ſeemed to tel! 
me, They expetted | ſhould anſwer for my 
ſelt, I did immediately upon my knees k1f+ 
the Princes Statira's hand, which during the 
Glorious words of Contratt , and cl then, 
{ had by her permifſion held in Mine: and 
hen ring and turning my lelt to A/canins, 
vith 1Jook which ſome of my Friends after- 
wards atlJured me, made him look paler; thai 
'1s wounds had done, 1 told him, King of 
Cyprus ; while you did piead that Great Mi- 
7hridates Promiſes, the only title you could 
ihow for the Confidence of your Ambition, 
and while you owned, every man , unwor- 
'hy of that Bleffing,, you follicited; I kept 
that ſilence which my reſpett to the higheſt 
Aﬀembly-in the World , rendered my duty; 
But now that you have broken thoſe Bounds 
and that you endeaveur to raiſe your own 
Trophies to my pre;}udice; [ mult tell you, 
that if the higheſt and moſt pertett Flame 
that ever burnt, renders him that 15 bleit with 
tt;the leaſt unworthy of the Princeſs Statira's © 
Eſteem, 'tis Challimachus and not  Aſcanius, 
nas the belt Title ro that Happinels ; which

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in any part of the-World, but before thoſe 
which are the chiefeſt in it, I will juſtifie. The 
Ignorance of my Birth which you upbraid 
me with, .1s that 1 glory in; . for 'tis more to 
pcrtorm- the Actions of a King g, than only 
to be born One ; and the Sward Which can 
conquer, Kingdoms. 15. more to be valued 
than that King whoſe Sword does looſe them. 

In-what quarrel 1s it, you can flatter your 
ſelf, with Hope: 's ſucceſs? when even ia the 
Princeſs Statira's Service, Nay, even in her 

fight, you have twice fail'd of it; By your 
tirſt drawing of your Sword, the loſt her pre- 
cious Liberty ; and by your ſecond, ſhe had 
loſt even the hopes of recovering it, If this 
Callimachus, whole Birth is unknown. or 
poſſibly 1s of the loweſt in the whole World, 

had not.paid her thoſe duties, which your ex-. 
alted Birth were unable to preſent her ; Aſ- 
canius, laid Callimachus,, had not the pati- 
ence to hear me aut, bur Interrupring me. at 
theſe Words, xeplicd, Were not this Glo- 
rious Aflembly, and the Sacred Place in 
which thou doſt ſpeak thy infolent words, 
thy donble Sanctuaries, thou ſhouldit be- 


tore now, have felt thy puniſhment from that

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Sword witich thy Pride does to undervaſue: 
if ic ſhould nor ferve me in this reparation,

1nd leave it to the Gods, whethera Third 
time they think fit ro.declare, what they have 
twice declared already , 4ſcanins without 
liſtening further to what I was about to fay, 
or anſwering what I had ſaid, turned him- 
{dt ro Mithridates, and in the moſt moveing | 
Actions and exprefliions he was capable of, 
KAR {olliciced his permiſſion, to that ofter which 
I he had made, and I had 1o joytully accepted. 
TY - Poflibly Generous Princels, Callimachus con- 
tinued, you may admire that Mithridates did 
not interpole his Authority at the very be- 
&1nning of thele diſcourſes between the King 
' of Cyprus and me. But perhaps you will 
do lo no longer, when I have told you , that 
when our Firlt heats-began , Cleomax having 
., whiſpered to Pharnaces , that Prince forth-

them ; had ic been what on!y my informer 
wou'd have told me, and not juſtified to your 
Face, 1 hadreceived his Intelligence with as 
much contempt, as now I entertain it with 
trouble, bur fince he defires,T will beletve whar 
he told me to be true. or falſe, but as you 
thall confeſs, or deny, I will not ſcruple to 
put that to a tryal,, where you are Party. 
Witneſs, and Judg. My Informer 1s Cleo. 
max , my Information is, that 'twas not only | 
Oftanes which helped you to efcape, bur that 
he did it by Nicomedes's Orders, and that 
the baniſhed Bythinian King laid the defign 
for your Flight, by a Joint contrivance of 
It with your ſelf; whether this be true or 
falſe, you your ſelf can beſt tell me, and ti! 
you give me your anſwer , I will belidve avi. 
ther ; bur I expe&, nay, 1 enjoyn' you to 
deal clearly with'me; andro diſguiſe no- 
thing ; the freedom { have ufed,, merits 
what I demand, ind I know you, witl not 
give mean apfiver which may render you un: | 
worthy of ſuch an ulage. Never, Generors _ 
Princeſs, continnued Calfimachus, 'was any | 
Man's {urprize REIGN to Mide, at this | 

Fatal ; 
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Fatal Queſtion ; to deny the Truth was to 
wound that fincerity which my Words and 
Adtions had alwayes obſerved, and to CON- 
feſs the Truth,” was to wound me mortally 
thoſe hopes, whoſe death Imott etal. 
This unexpected fatal diſcovery and queſtion 
and the Ruinous Conſequences of not an- 
ſwering at all or anſwering the Truth, fo 
confeunded me, that I remained ſpeechleſs 
fo long, that Mirhridates told me, if I would 
| not anſwer, he would take my filence for a 
| Confeſſion. This cruel Declaration forced 
me to fay, Sir, you ſhould not have needed 
a ſecond and a threatning Command , if by 
Solemn Engagements \; I had not bound my 
ſelf to filence, in what I now ſeem to be

Muſt the Exchang - 
ing of a dying [Priſoner for the Prince 
Statird ; be now efteemed a Crime, which ſo 
lately was eſteemed a conſiderable ſervice? 
Had 1 ſtayed for receiving your Commands 
{might have loſt the power of obeying them; 

And ſhall the exchanging a Priſoner loaden 
with Wounds, for that divine Princeſs. 
which 1s above Ranſom be thought a greater 
Guilt, than reduceing that great Priſoner to- 
that Condition; 1s thought a Service? Shall 
my pleading againſt a Vow, which pregnant

Can you 
think that Callimachus worthy of my Daugh- 
ter? That I think unworthy of Liberty, per- 
haps of life, and, can you for ſuch a man 
decline a Prince, asgreat it his Paſſion as in 
his Birth , who ha's expos'd the Forces of 
his Kingdom, and his Life alfo for your Ser- 
vice, and it his ſucceſs ha's not proportion'd 
his Courage, or his Vertue, yet he that fo 


nearly had loſt his Life to obtain the Victory, 


ſhowed how much he deſerved it ; and if you 
value not him above the falſe Callimachus, 
you Manifeſt, you eſteem Merit leſs, than 
Fortune; Irequire you, nay, ICommand 
you to place the King of Cyprus in that Feli- 
city I had deſigned for One, you mult ac- 
knowledge unworthy of it. And let me not 
meet with a diſobedience in an Injunction 
which Iam concerned ſhould be oblerv'd in

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Honoir to my felf, Afﬀection to you, and 
Revenge to Callimachus; Alas Sir, replied 
the Princeſs Statira, with the deepeſt ſubmſſi- 
on , and mildneſs ,What is it you Command 
me? The Gods are my Witnefles, I have tn 
all things paid you .an Obediencelſo perfeR, 
that *cis in the laſt evincement of that Truth 
that you have now rendered me uncapable to 
preſent you with this other, which now you | 
require from me. For to obey your Com- 
mands I have Solemnly Vowed before all the 
Gods, and the Great Afſembly : That I will 
be no Man's, but Callimaches's, and that I 
will be his; A higher Duty therefore, than 
that I owe my Father and my King, ren. 
ders me unable to obey him ; and fince my 
Obedience Juſtifies , my now diſobedience, 
you will not I hope call that my Crime, which +: 
1s my Religion ; By all thoſe Gods Mithri» 7 
dates furiouſly Anfwered , you thall never be 
Callimachus's; you may-S1r, replied the Prin. 
ceſs, inher former fubmiſſiveneſs, hinder 
me from being his: But Sir I can never be 
any Man's but his. At theſe Glorious words 
breaking out of the hands of thoſe Guards 
which held me, I caſt my ſelf at her Feer, 

and 
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and told her. This Charming Affurance, di- 
vine Princeſs gives mea Joy which does o-- 
verballance all thoſe Mtferies I have had this. 
day hurl'd upon me; you ſhow your {elf in 
chis admirable Action worthy of greater Em-- 
pires, than your Pjety makes you decline, 
your vochfafeing to own your deſpiſed Cal- 
limachus , when Men, nay, when Fortune, 
and Juſtice it ſelf abandons him, puts 
him ina Capacity to out-brave all Misfor- 
tunes; yes- divine Statira, I confider now 
all my ſufferings with coutentmentr, fince is 
thoſe only have invited you ro fay more in 
my Favour, than all my Services could ex- 
tort from you ; I now no more condemn my 
Deſtiny, *tis ſo Glorious, it rather Merits 
Envy, than Pity, now I deſpiſe Captivity, nay, 
Death ir ſelf, having 1n this one moment, 
heard aſſurances from the juſteſt and Faireſt 
Lips, which are Felicities enough for au Age, 
and thoſe Happinefſes the Gods deny me 1n 
length, their perfeQeſt reſembler confers on 
me, inweight; I had longer continued in 
Raptures of this Nature ; but that was by 
Mithridates's Commands forced from thac. 
happy poſture in which I had entertained 
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and deliverd them , who exaſperated to the 
highef at his Admirable Daughters Refuſal, 
and at my Tiiumphing at it, ordered me 
furiouſly to be carried to the place of my 
appoinred cloſe Imp;.iſonment, And the Ex- 
cellent Statira having not only once more de- 
clined that Obebienc, he exaQted from her. 
but beſought him ever in Tears to ſuſpend 
his reſentment againſt me for an Ation whoſe 
efte&ts had preſerved.him, and her ſelf, from 
Ruine, and by which he was reſtored to the 
power of uſeing me with ſuch Violence, his 
Choler grew ſo blind and Boundleſs that he 
forthwith confined to her Appartment the 
createlt Beauty and Vercue of the World, and 
all that the Genetous Ataphernes could ſay, 
and beg for us both, was to far from hinder- 
ing our Reſtraints that it had like ro have 
made him ſhare in them, 
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
